SICK PAY LAWSUIT CONFIRMS WHAT BOSSES THINK OF WORKERS 


When I saw the editors’ footnote last 
week announcing the incipient return of 
“Point Austin,” I realized I’d better start 
climbing out of my post-knee-surgery fog 
and start catching up on the 
local news. The note did con- 
stitute an upgrade from its 
predecessor — “Point Austin 
will be out to lunch for the 
next few weeks” - although 
I’m sure there are plenty of 
Chronicle readers who have 
long concluded that I’m out 
to lunch. So it goes. 

What with rehab and opi- 
oids, I’m not yet entirely up 
to speed, but I’m doing what 
I can to supply a little help to our small 
News crew. In more personal terms, I’ve 
been on paid medical leave for just about 
three weeks, and at least for a while I’ll be 
working less than full time, while receiving 
my full-time salary.

T’m recounting all this because my incre- 
mental return to work coincides with a law- 
suit filed by the Texas Association of 
Business, the National Federation of 
Independent Business, and a 
cabal of temp-staffing compa- 
nies (all paragons of employ- 
ee relations, no doubt) against 
the City of Austin. This deep- 
pocketed employers’ group — 
receiving legal and rhetorical 
reinforcement from Gov. 
Greg Abbott, Attorney 
General Ken Paxton, various 
GOP legislators, and the 
Texas Public Policy 
Foundation — are determined 
to overturn City Council’s recent approval of 
a paid sick leave ordinance, which would 
(beginning in October) enable more than 
200,000 local workers to accrue paid sick 
time (at most, eight days annually) to be 
used for illness and family emergencies.

My favorite response was from Paxton, 
who raged, “The Austin City Council’s dis- 
dain and blatant disregard for the rule of 
law ... must be stopped.” Our indicted A.G. 
is undeniably an expert on disdain and dis- 
regard for the rule of law. 

Work Strong Austin —- the coalition of 
worker and social service groups that suc- 
cessfully organized for the ordinance - 
released a statement describing the lawsuit 
as “frivolous, cowardly, desperate, and 
shameful.” I appreciate the understate- 
ment, but the initial legal pleading is also 
nicely revelatory of the shamelessness of 
the bosses’ arguments. Not content to reject 
the notion that employees are human 
beings with lives and families rather than 
automatons with on-off switches, the bosses

argue that paid sick time amounts to a dis- 
guised increase in the minimum wage - or 
as they see it, “above the minimum-wage 
ceiling as defined in Texas law.” (Makes 
one wonder if the Lege has ever contem- 
plated a “ceiling” on profits in order to pri- 
oritize livable wages — inconceivable.) 

That’s an obviously compounded out- 
rage — not only do these malcontents expect 
their employers to provide to workers time- 
privileges they take for granted for them- 
selves, they expect those same employers 
to pay them for an occasional sick day. As 
an argument, it was equally unconvincing 
when made by Ebenezer Scrooge in 
response to Bob Cratchit’s request for a 
single paid day off, on Christmas: “It’s a 
poor excuse for picking a man’s pocket 
every 25th of December.” 

The other arguments are equally laugh- 
able. Requiring employers to maintain 
records of accrued sick leave would man- 
date unconstitutional “searches and sei- 
zures”; tracking all this information would 
place an intolerable burden on employers 
such as these temp-staffing companies — 
whose entire business model is founded 
upon relieving their clients of the burdens 
of tracking, maintaining, and providing 
any benefits to their rent-a-workers. 


My Chronicle job — as a longtime salaried 
employee with unpredictable and often 
extended hours — is not comparable to the 
sorts of employment addressed in the ordi- 
nance. But even in our precarious news 
business, there has never been any ques- 
tion that when I needed health care — inci- 
dental or extensive — that I should take the 
time I need, keep contagion out of the 
office, and accept the benefits that rightly 
belong to working people who contribute 
their lives and labor to a common purpose 
and financial end. That’s the real com- 
plaint of these plaintiff companies — that 
the sick pay ordinance serves to erode, in 
even a very minor way, the absolute control 
and unquestioned authority they hold over 
their “human resources.” 

Consider these temp-staffing compa- 
nies, institutions based on the ruthless 
principle that working people are fungi- 
ble commodities to be rented out by the 
day. Their pleading imagines the horrify- 
ing prospect of a temp, called for a new 
gig, announcing he is ill and taking a 
paid sick day. What effrontery! - and 
about as likely as these pompous, billion- 
aire-funded TPPF attorneys, who drafted 
this nonsense, looking in the mirror and 
admitting to themselves, “I should be 
ashamed I’m getting paid for generating 
this utter bullshit.” 

It wasn’t too long ago that most working 
people understood that being rented for 
daily wages instead of being owned for 
nothing wasn’t a tremendous step forward 
for human liberation, if it didn’t mean 
more control over your life and working 
conditions. That precious knowledge has 
largely been suppressed. It’s about time we 
fight to get it back. | 


It’s been another very bumpy week on the 
long and winding road to a comprehensive 
rewrite of the city’s land development code, 
the process known as CodeNEXT. Two differ- 
ent reports came out on Friday — one from 
the nonprofit Housing Works of Austin, the 
other from the city’s own minority outreach 
program — both expressing concerns that, 
essentially, the proposed code’s focus on 
increased density comes at the expense of 
affordability. Then on Sunday, the Austin 
American-Statesman’s lead editorial called for 
“shelving CodeNext until next year,” in order 
to remove “unrealistic deadlines” and “give 
the council the best shot at restoring public 
trust.” And in between, on Saturday and Tues- 
day, at two public hearings before the city’s 
joint land use commissions, the general citi- 
zenry took their turn, battering 
the poor draft code from all 
sides like a pinata - or a 
pinata store in old East Austin. 

So at press time, what we 
are euphemistically calling the 
CodeNEXT “final draft” 
appears instead adrift, with no 
one willing to either support 
it, or put it out of its misery. 

The Housing Works find- 
ings, sent as a letter to the 
Planning Commission plus 
City Council and staff, focuses primarily on 
the Affordable Housing Bonus Program, 
and while acknowledging that there’s only so 
much a zoning code can do to address “our 
crisis in affordability,” notes several areas of 
“concern”: primarily that the new AHBP will 
produce “far less [affordable] units along the 
transit corridors” than could the existing 
Vertical Mixed Use program it replaces; 
that all upzonings in the new code should be

accompanied by “requirements for affordable 
housing or other community benefits”; and 
that the mapping should “Use the Centers 
proposed in Imagine Austin and apply the 
AHBP to those areas where we want the 
market to go rather than applying so heavily 
to where market demand exists.” 

In the same vein, the city Communications 
and Public Information Office issued its final 
CodeNEXT Community Engagement Report 
on Friday — and if the Housing Works letter 
reported “optimism, though perhaps faded,” 
this one was less rosy. The report by consul- 
tants Group Solutions RJW came out of a 
Council directive to reach out to “under-repre- 
sented groups” such as “low-income, and 
renter communities, as well as people with dis- 
abilities.” RJW contacted 32 community groups 
vetted by Council and staff, 
and interviewed representa- 
tives of 17 groups, including 
the African American Resource 
Advisory Commission, Asian 
American Resource Center, 
Austin Revitalization Authority, 
Austin Tenants’ Council, 
Community Action Network, 
Go! Austin/jVamos! Austin, 
Interfaith Action of Central 
Texas, NAACP La Raza Round- 
table, Restore Rundberg, and 
others, and: “Surprising to the interviewers 
was how similar the comments and concerns 
were across groups and organizations.” 

The responses are grouped into “common 
themes” that “represent the views of most, if 
not all, of the organizations that participated 
in conversations.” Those themes include 
Affordability, Housing, Mobility, the Process, 
and Trade-offs, but the most telling, and 
vehement, is “Density and Gentrification: 


The increased density allowed in CodeNEXT 
will not increase affordable housing but will 
harm and displace existing residents by 
increasing property taxes, changing the char- 
acter of neighborhoods and driving up the 
cost of housing.” 

The loud-and-clear message, if this report 
is to be believed, at least, is that minority 
communities do not in any way believe the 
supply-side argument that increasing density 
in east and central neighborhoods is a bene- 
fit. Cited comments in this section are unani- 
mously negative, and include: “Density does 
not increase affordable housing. Just look 
around. Look at the new dense housing units. 
The rents and mortgages are not affordable. 
People are displaced, then a few affordable 
units are set aside. The new residents don’t 
look like the residents who were displaced.” 
Also: “Density is the latest tactic to force 
Black and Hispanic people from their land.” 

Among the other common themes are 
“Housing — Single-family homes provide 
neighborhoods their special identity and sta- 
bility. Single-family homes are the preferred 
housing choice, although there is a need for 
every type of housing, particularly affordable 
options.” (“Reasons cited ... included main- 
taining existing neighborhood character, 
addressing the needs of families ... providing 
ownership options, and supporting the 
American dream of home ownership.” And 
finally, “The Process: The most vulnerable 
have not been talked to and don’t know what 
is happening; the proposed code weakens 
neighborhoods and encourages gentrification; 
a result of CodeNEXT will be to promote 
growth at the expense of current residents, 
community values and culture; and, too many 
questions and outstanding issues remain to 
adopt CodeNEXT without addressing these 
questions and issues first.” 

Strangely, neither report was noted with a 
press release by the CodeNEXT team; | sus- 
pect they'll get more notice in days to come. Hf

AISD’S SUSPENSION SITUATION 

Data released by 
the U.S. Department 
of Education last 
week shows that black 
students in the Austin 
Independent School 
District are suspended 
and expelled at rates 
two-to-three times 
higher than their enroll- 
ment rates. Although 
black students account 
for roughly 8% of AISD’s total enrollment, they make 
up nearly one-quarter of out-of-school suspensions 
and close to 20% of expulsions and in-school suspen- 
sions. The data, compiled by the DOE’s Office for Civil 
Rights, also showed that white students account for 
26% of enrollment but only about half of that figure 
when it comes to suspensions and expulsions. 

The Civil Rights Data Collection report is conducted 
every other year, so this report references numbers 
gathered during the 2015-16 school year. The report 
includes self-reported data from 17,300 public school 
districts and 96,400 public schools and is used by 
the federal agency to “ensure that recipients of the 
Department’s Federal financial assistance do not dis- 
criminate” on the basis of race, gender, disability status 
and other factors, according to the report’s website. 

The district’s Hispanic population - which makes 
up 58% of total enrollment - is disciplined at rates 
largely proportional to enrollment numbers. The big- 
gest discrepancy concerns in-school suspensions, in 
which Hispanic students account for 63% of suspen- 
sions. Cases in which a student’s behavior is referred 
to law enforcement also stand out: Rates for white and 
Hispanic students roughly equal their enrollment fig- 
ures, but cases involving black students occur at about 
triple the rate of their enrollment. | - Austin Sanders

5TH CIRCUIT UPHOLDS VOTER ID LAW 

According to the conservative U.S. 5th Circuit Court 
of Appeals, Texas’ voter ID law - deemed intention- 
ally discriminatory by a lower federal court - is per- 
fectly fine as currently structured. In a victory for state 
Officials hoping to further marginalize the Democratic 
vote, a three-judge panel last Friday ruled that the 
changes legislators made in 2017 to fix the controver- 
sial 2011 law were successful. 


The updated law forces voters without any of the 
seven approved forms of ID to sign an affidavit; pro- 
vide another ID via documents like a utility bill, bank 
statement, or paycheck; and promise that a “reason- 
able impediment” prevented them from obtaining 
legal ID. If they are caught lying about that impedi- 
ment, they could face jail time, which you can imagine 
creates a possible chilling effect on voters. In August, 
Judge Nelva Gonzales Ramos said the revised law fell 
short of actually remedying the problem and described 
it as a “poll tax” on indigent and minority voters. The 
state appealed, sending it to the 5th Circuit. Judge 
Edith Jones wrote the majority opinion, praising the 
changes and downplaying or brushing away racially 
motivated intent. The district court “overlooked SB 5’s 
improvements for disadvantaged minority voters and 
neither sought evidence on nor made any finding that 
the Texas legislature in 2017 intentionally discriminated 
when enacting SB 5,” she wrote. Her opinion comes as 
no surprise as Jones previously wrote a scathing dis- 
sent when her 5th Circuit colleagues found the original 
law to be in violation of the Voting Rights Act in 2016. 

The 2-1 decision in Veasey v. Abbott claimed one 
lively dissent, from Obama appointee James Graves 
Jr., who had some colorful words for the law: “A hog 
in a silk waistcoat is still a hog.” Graves, who’s black, 
called the law an “unconstitutional disenfranchisement 
of duly qualified electors” and said “SB 5 is merely its 
adorned alter ego.” 

Civil rights groups suing the state can still appeal 
the ruling and request a case review, or appeal to the 
U.S. Supreme Court, which is currently mulling over 
Texas’ redistricting maps - yet another tangled and 
discriminatory Texas policy. - Mary Tuma

Metro, thanks to a service pilot announced Wednesday 
by the transportation authority. Free rides begin June 8 
and will continue through Sept. 1, and presumably could 
extend beyond that if CEO Randy Clarke and company 
decide it’s seen success. Austin ISD Superintendent Paul 
Cruz said he hopes kids use it to “safely travel for sum- 
mer classes, work, or simply to enjoy summer vacation 
in Austin” - responsibly, we hope.

MetroRail service through that same time period, with 
all-aboards leaving Downtown through 1:45am on 
Fridays and 2:30am on Saturdays.

COUNCIL: IN SESSION FOR QUITE A WHILE 


After an epic City Council meeting that 
began at 10am last Thursday and stretched 
until midway through the wee hours of 
Friday morning, Jimmy Flannigan posted 
an exhausted selfie to his new Snapchat 
account. The caption: “My face at 3am.” 

Flannigan wasn’t the only one to notice 
the extended hours. Mayor Pro Tem Kathie 
Tovo referred to the meeting’s length in half 
a dozen different passive-aggressive ways, 
and self-professed “morning person” Ora 
Houston drew chuckles when she admitted 
she was “getting really loopy.” 

A 17-hour meeting was likely inevitable 
considering the 90-Item agenda, which 
included provisions to permanently expand 
the extended live music hours on Red 
River, create eviction counseling for resi- 
dential tenants, adopt the Corridor 
Program Office’s implementation plan, 
and approve new judicial nominees to the 
Municipal Court. But a scheduling conflict 
for Alison Alter - she had to be off the dais 
from 5:30pm to 9:30pm for a personal 
engagement - made it such that the three 
big-ticket items had to be put off until after 
she could get back. So, from most people’s 
bedtime until the clock struck 3am, weary 
members considered scooter regulations, 
changes to the Planning Commission 
membership requirements, and the peti- 
tion to put CodeNEXT to a public vote. 

After spending much of last Tuesday’s 
work session crying over spilled milk, 
Council did approve a measure to make 
dockless mobility — for now, scooters and 


bikes - legal in the city right of way and 
declare an emergency for getting rules in 
place to govern their use. Transportation 
Director Robert Spillar appeared briefly to 
push back on the timeline, but Mayor Steve 
Adler directed him to work as quickly as 
possible to get the rules in place with the 
understanding that they could be tweaked 
later on. “My sense is that’s the will of the 
council,” said the mayor. Spillar thanked 
him for the “advice” and promised he’d do 
his best. 

As one could predict, sorting through the 
Planning Commission mess made for a 
couple of arduous hours. Leslie Pool recent- 
ly took up the charge of getting Council to 
remedy its current violation of a City Charter 
rule governing how many people connected 
to development can sit on the commission 
at one time. Local attorney Fred Lewis has 
filed a number of complaints to this effect, 
first in 2015 (to try to force Council to act 
before CodeNEXT arrived in earnest), and 
most recently in March. Bleary-eyed mem- 
bers postponed discussion until May 10, but 
it appears they will have to create a process 
for removing commissioners if they want to 
address the issue. Currently, rules suggest 
commissioners are entitled to serve out 
their term once appointed. 

The other major development item Coun- 
cil addressed was the citizen-initiated ordi- 
nance to put wheels in motion for CodeNEXT 
to appear on the November ballot. Lewis 
had his hand in this one, as author of the 
proposal, which a faction of Council believes 
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violates both state law and the City Charter. 
Lewis wasn’t present when Council finally 
took it up, but he told me afterward that 
Council’s argument is frivolous. “We got 
here because no one really listened” to con- 


cerns voiced throughout the process, he 
said. Residents deserve an up or down vote. 


CORRIDORS: WHO GETS WHAT, WHEN? 
Last week I noted how Vision Zero ATX 
advocates were questioning the Corridor 
Program Office’s prioritization matrix for 
implementing the Corridor Improvement 


Projects that the city is paying for as part of 
the 2016 Mobility Bond (“Council: I Get 
Around,” April 27). They say the matrix is 
biased toward larger, longer projects vs. 
quick fixes that would have a larger com- 
munity impact. The Corridor Program 
Office dismissed those concerns when 
questioned by Council last Tuesday, recon- 
firming faith in their methodology. 

Council members had their own problems 
with the prioritization matrix. Ann Kitchen, 
in particular, tried to alter the resolution’s 
language to give the office flexibility to ana-

“Let’s vet who we have now. And if we need to go to a 
national search, let’s do it then.” 

That’s how City Manager Spencer Cronk declared his 
intent to name interim Austin Police Chief Brian Manley as 
the lone finalist to succeed departed Chief Art Acevedo on 
a permanent basis. Speaking Monday at a press conference 
to announce the decision, Cronk outlined what he intends to 
be a monthlong vetting process, with various stakeholder 
meetings and community forums (see this story’s tagline) 
designed to “give Manley an opportunity” to make clear his 
vision for the community and police department. Cronk hopes 
that process can produce a consensus on what sort of char- 
acteristics Austinites want in a chief, what they consider 
APD’s biggest challenges, and what sort of issues they’d like 
to see the chief prioritize over the next five years. “I’m new 
to this job,” said Cronk. “I’ve been here about nine weeks. ... 
Brian Manley is the lead candidate for the job. What are 
your expectations?” 

Manley, an Austin native who’s been with APD since 1990, 
was chief of staff prior to Acevedo’s departure, and has 
served in an interim capacity for the past 17 months. Cronk 
pointed to his community ties and “focus on partnerships, 
commitment to community involvement, and positive view 
toward the future,” but also said he felt comfortable identify- 
ing Manley as a lone finalist after consulting with fellow city 
managers in comparable cities that have recently hired new 


chiefs about the candidate pools for those positions; he men- 


tioned conversations with counterparts in Dallas and Fort 
Worth. Cronk also spoke of Manley’s handling of the bomber 
saga that terrorized the city through much of March, and ref- 
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erenced both his “steady and calming presence,” and also 
his ability to acknowledge mistakes made during the investi- 
gation and its aftermath. 

“These are tough jobs,” said Cronk, “and there is going to 
be criticism in many of the decisions that are made. But how 
Manley was able to learn from them” and admit to mistakes 
helped influence Cronk’s thinking. 

Manley addressed his current status at a press conference 
at APD headquarters one hour after Cronk’s concluded; he’s 
both honored and humbled. The interim chief referenced his 
history with the city and department, but spent much of the 
10-minute presser essentially responding to Cronk’s talking 
points. He noted how APD is not a “perfect department” but 
stressed he believes “we learn any time we come up short, 
and we do better the next time.” 

“We’re the 11th largest city in the country,” he said. “We’re 
a police department with 1,900 officers and 700 civilians. 
Instead of focusing on a specific misstep or the like, what | 
would say is ... aS we move forward, learning from the com- 
munity on what is important to them.” 

Manley also touted his recent command restructure, 
which has allowed commanders to oversee smaller territories, 
giving them a chance to get to know that area better, and 
pointed to an eventual labor agreement and the department’s 
handling of violent crime (it’s on the rise locally, and he’s 
designing a task force to handle it) as two other priorities mov- 
ing forward — as permanent chief or not. — Chase Hoffberger

lyze transit improvements on South Lamar, 
pointing out that focusing energy on one 
part of South Lamar instead of another 
would make more sense for her constituents. 
Adler suggested that there may be a “glitch” 
in the current matrix when it comes to mul- 
timodal projects. “I understand you’re trying 
to get geographic distribution, but maybe 
the need is great enough to focus on where 
we really have the greatest opportunities,” he 
told staff. Council ultimately passed the plan, 
with Kitchen’s amendments, last Thursday. 


ECHO: IS THIS THING ON? 

Before Thursday’s meeting, Adler and 
Tovo joined Ending Community Homeless- 
ness Coalition Executive Director Ann 
Howard at a press conference to announce 
the results of this year’s Point in Time 
Count (“Canvassing the City,” Feb. 2). It 
wasn’t good news: This year’s volunteers 
found 5% more people sleeping unsheltered 
on city streets. The number of people sleep- 
ing in Austin shelters was down 6%, but, as 
Adler noted, “that’s not all good news. ... A 
lot of that decrease is the result of capacity 
reductions in the facilities that we have 
available in this community.” 

Later that day, Council approved ECHO’s 
Action Plan to End Homelessness, which 
combines outreach, services, and partner- 
ships with the private sector to tackle the 
problem from all angles. During public tes- 
timony, however, people - including those 
currently homeless — pleaded with Council 
to repeal city ordinances against panhan- 
dling, camping, and sitting in parts of 
Downtown. Steven Potter, a writer and art- 
ist who has previously been ticketed for No 
Sit/No Lie, testified as a member of Ground 
Floor Theatre, a group of people experienc- 
ing homelessness and their allies. 

“Actively punishing someone for sleeping 
in public is socially wrong, morally wrong, a 
waste of time, money, and resources,’ he 
said. “To put that another way, because I 
didn’t have a place to sleep, I got a ticket. 
And when I applied to get an apartment, I 
was denied that apartment because I got a 
ticket for having no place to sleep.”

POLICE TALKS ONGOING 


The Austin Police Association met with 
the city’s Labor Relations team on Monday, 
April 30, to continue contract negotiations. 
The deadline on an interim deal that 
would’ve netted the city some savings on 
the sick leave payout, and officers a 1.25% 
lump sum pay increase has passed, so per- 
sonnel will continue to work without those 
tweaks as talks continue. The city asked for 
another change to the 180-day rule that lim- 
its when the chief can punish officers for 
noncriminal violations on the job; they 
want 365 days from the point of discovery, 
something APA President Ken Casaday 
indicated union membership wouldn’t 
accept. Despite that, Casaday appeared in 
good spirits about the state of the talks that 
afternoon, expressing confidence the two 
sides will return to Council with a product 
before long. — Nina Hernandez 


Former Firefighter Under Fire 


Austin Police arrested Erik Spalteholz on Monday, following revelations that 
the recently retired Austin firefighter was seen in a social media video discussing 
how he obtained child pornography. In the homemade, interrogation-style clip, 
Spalteholz describes purchasing naked photos of a girl younger than five from that 
girl’s mother. The woman heard questioning Spalteholz would later go to police 
with the confession and further evidence she found in Spalteholz’s home. 

The Austin Fire Department planned to open an administrative investiga- 
tion into the video, but that was cut off when Spalteholz retired on April 30, 
after more than 20 years with the department. AFD brass vowed this week 
to cooperate with APD’s investigation, which received the initial tip, and the 
Blanco County Sheriff’s Office as the two departments continue their crimi- 
nal investigation into the actions Spalteholz detailed. (On Wednesday Blanco 
County District Attorney Sonny McAfee added evidence-tampering charges to 
Spalteholz’s case.) 


Austin Firefighters Association President Bob Nicks said AFD should continue 
its work to find out if Spalteholz ever mentioned or carried on any of the alleged 
crimes on AFD time or property. “When the public hears about something like this, 
they want to know that the Fire Department is trustworthy to deliver the services 
they’re charged to deliver, and | think an investigation helps reinstill that,” he said. 
“Conversely, | think it’s really bad if you don’t do anything; it just looks like you 
don’t care, or you’re hiding something, or you could’ve done more.” 

Nicks referenced the Public Safety Commission’s recent work to ensure 
that executive team members of the three public safety departments aren’t 
able to retire their way out of sexual harassment or misconduct investigations 
(“Something Rotten at EMS,” March 9). Spalteholz wasn’t on Chief Rhoda Mae 
Kerr’s executive staff, but he did avoid a full internal investigation by retiring. PSC 
Chair Rebecca Webber said that should change if any new information presents 
itself indicating, for instance, that colleagues had made unheeded complaints 
about Spalteholz’s conduct. - NH.

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Can’t Convict the Defendant? Convict the Judge. 


CHIEF JUDGE DEFENDS BURKHALTER FIRING 


In late February, Chief Administrative 
Law Judge Lesli G. Ginn demanded the 
resignation “in lieu of termination” of ALJ 
Hunter Burkhalter, whose decision in a 
Texas Medical Board case had resulted in a 
formal complaint from the TMB. At the 
time, the only explanation she offered to 
the TMB (or others) was Burkhalter’s use, 
in a 77-page ruling, of the phrase “an attrac- 
tive woman” to describe one witness (see 
“Medical Board Loses a Case,” March 16; 
“Uproar Over Judge’s Dismissal at SOAH,”’ 
April 6). 

Two months later, following strong 
defenses of Burkhalter from persons both 
inside and outside the State Office of 
Administrative Hearings, and calls for 
Ginn’s resignation or her removal by Gov. 
Greg Abbott, Ginn has doubled down on 
charges against Burkhalter, accusing him of 
sexist bias, and of basing his PFD (proposal 
for decision) on the relative attractiveness 
of the female witnesses. In an April 24 letter 
to Sens. Brian Birdwell and Kirk Watson 
(members of the Senate Committee on 
Nominations), Ginn makes those allega- 
tions, and concludes that by basing his deci- 
sion on his “personal opinion of ‘physical 
attractiveness’ and ‘female  beauty,’” 
Burkhalter violated SOAH standards 
requiring that witnesses should be treated 
with “dignity and respect.” 

Asked to respond to Ginn’s version of his 
decision in the case of the TMB vs. Dr. 
Robert Van Boven, Burkhalter commented 
in part: “Ms. Ginn asserts that I ‘considered 
physical attractiveness in evaluating credi- 
bility.’ I consider this argument to be so silly 
that it can only have been made by Ms. 
Ginn in bad faith. I never asserted that an 
attractive witness is more credible than an 
unattractive one, and nothing in the PFD or

my letter can reasonably be read 
to suggest that.” 

After reviewing Ginn’s letter 
and the related documents, 
Baylor Law professor Ron Beal 
wrote to the Nominations Com- 
mittee: “The most important fact 
to be noted is that Chief Judge 
Ginn threatened to fire an ALJ, 
who is highly respected with over 
10 years experience and whom 
she recently promoted, for one 
word in a 77-page order that mere- 
ly stated: ‘an attractive [woman] 
in her early 20s’ [emphasis in 
original]. Based on that 
threat of dismissal, Judge 
Burkhalter resigned .... 

“There is absolutely no 
doubt in my mind that 
Chief Judge Ginn fired 
Judge Burkhalter solely 
to appease the Texas 
Medical Board who were 
furious about the deci- 
sion that he rendered. 
She thereby violated her 
duty [under Texas law] ‘to 
protect and ensure the 
decisional independence of each adminis- 
trative law judge.” 

Without rehashing the entire episode, the 
TMB case against Van Boven concerning 
two patient allegations of sexual “boundary 
violations” rested upon the questionable 
premise that a (somehow willful?) male 
erection is readily discernible and identifi- 
able through several layers of clothing. In 
the TMB hearing, Van Boven equally plau- 
sibly suggested that what the patients 
might have seen (if anything) was his smart- 
phone, carried in his front pants pocket.

In any case, the testimony of 
the “attractive” young woman, 
the doctor’s assistant, was but one 
item of accumulated evidence in 
a weeklong hearing - reflecting that if Van 
Boven were indeed prone to sexual bound- 
ary violations (or inappropriately timed erec- 
tions), his office manager and medical assis- 
tant during the period in question might 
have seen some evidence of it. Instead, she 
testified she had never seen any such behav- 
ior, either with herself or any patient. 
Moreover, the medical assistant testified 
at length about other matters, including 
Van Boven’s office procedures, her various 
interactions with patients (including the 
two accusers, of which several interactions 


were unremarkable), and the overall nature 
of the doctor’s practice. Ginn, who claims 
to have reviewed the transcript, ignores all 
this, and strains mightily to conclude that 
the only effect of the woman’s testimony 
was Burkhalter’s use of the word “attrac- 
tive.” If anyone is guilty of disrespecting 
the woman’s testimony for subjective (and 
calculated) reasons, it is Ginn, not Burk- 
halter. Moreover, in her letter to the sena- 
tors, she quickly leaps past his actual, 
nuanced, and lengthy ruling, to his 
response letter to the scurrilous TMB accu- 
sations — using it to pummel him for his 
presumed bias in favor of “attractive” wit- 
nesses. Her pretense that Burkhalter’s rul- 
ing rested on his judgment of the relative 
beauty of the witnesses is not just false. It’s 
preposterous, and nowhere reflected in 
Burkhalter’s PFD or elsewhere. 

Burkhalter wrote, “I continue to be trou- 
bled at Ms. Ginn’s fixation on what was a 
very minor point (i.e. one word) in a 77-page 
PFD. Her reaction is, in my opinion, so out 
of proportion to the substance that I can’t 
help but believe her motivations were other 
than she stated. In other words, it was really 
that she was cowed by the TMB, and she’s 
concocting an after-the-fact justification. I 
also continue to believe that her entire han- 
dling of the matter stems from her total 
lack of experience as a judge.” 

What happens next in the case that has 
become “Ginn v. Burkhalter” is not entirely 
clear. A substantial letter campaign contin- 
ues, from former SOAH officials, adminis- 
trative law attorneys, doctors, and others, 
objecting to Burkhalter’s dismissal and pre- 
dicting dire effects on the independence of 
ALJs and SOAH. Ginn’s two-year term 
nominally expires this month, but during 
the legislative interim Gov. Abbott is appar- 
ently under no obligation to re-submit her 
appointment, and the Senate Committee on 
Nominations wouldn’t be able to act until 
that happens. Ginn’s local senator — Watson

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he March Democratic primary elec- 

| tion in House District 46 came down 

to the wire; a mere 202 votes sepa- 

rated Jose “Chito” Vela from Sheryl Cole. 

But neither garnered enough votes for a 

simple majority, extending their campaigns 

into a run-off. Voters in the district, which 

stretches from East Austin to Manor and 

up to Pflugerville, will get another chance 

to decide who will represent them at the 

Lege in the May 22 run-off, one of the most 

competitive races constituents have seen 
in years. 

When 12-term incumbent Dawnna Dukes 
was ousted after a nearly nonexistent cam- 
paign in a race that drew five competing 
candidates, it marked the end of an era. 
Once hailed as a determined fighter for 
Democratic and progressive values, Dukes’ 
dependability eroded after a series of scan- 
dals, including a criminal probe for abuse of 
public office. Plagued by health problems 
spurred by a 20138 car accident, her atten- 
dance at the Capitol diminished. And while 
it appeared she might mount a comeback 
after the District Attorney’s Office dropped 
indictments against her, Dukes instead van- 
ished from public view, limiting appear- 
ances and leading opponents to pointedly 
advertise how they plan to “show up.” The 
longtime incumbent only garnered 10% of 
the vote in the March primary, a stinging 
defeat after two decades of largely honor- 
able service. 

While Dukes’ days are now numbered, 
two formidable opponents have stepped up 
to replace her. This time, thanks to the dis- 
trict’s left-leaning demographics, 202 votes 
could make the difference between losing 
or winning the seat outright. A November 
face-off against Republican school teacher 
Gabriel Nila is but a formality. So who’s 
who, and who deserves your vote? 


VELA: “THE PEOPLE’S VOICE” 


Chito Vela began working as an attorney 
in 2011, specializing in immigration law 
(he’s fluent in Spanish) out of a small space 
behind the Juan in a Million restaurant in 
East Austin. His practice has since banded 
with attorneys Jennifer Walker Gates and 
Jackie Watson to become Walker Gates Vela 
PLLC, with an office near ACC Highland. 

Vela has taken a hiatus from that work to 
focus on the campaign, but it’s obvious 
from speaking with him that he’s eager to 
get back in the saddle. He talks passion- 
ately about assisting an East Riverside man 
who was arrested when an ICE agent pulled 
him over while purportedly looking for 
another person during the sweep of raids 
last February, then jumps over to knock the 
Trump administration’s since-reversed 
stoppage of a 15-year-old federal program 
that granted detained immigrants legal 
advice. The recent attacks on immigrant 
communities have proven a continual 
source of anger and frustration for Vela. “I 
needed that time off for mental and spiri- 
tual separation and renewal — it’s a horror 
show,” he told me in April. “But it prepared 
me for the Texas Legislature.” 

His decision to become an attorney — and 
to eventually enter politics —- felt almost 


inevitable; his late father practiced law and 
served as both a justice of the peace and 
county commissioner in his hometown of 
Laredo. Politics were the topic of conversa- 
tion at dinner. The 43-year-old grew up in 
his father’s office, shuffling legal docu- 
ments, and generally soaking up the envi- 
ronment. He started school at the University 
of Texas in 1992, at 17, studying history and 
Mexican-American studies, and was 
involved in campus politics as a member of 
a Chicano student group. He sharpened his 
chops at UT’s LBJ School of Public Affairs, 


pus Christi, needed a legal advisor and pol- 
icy chief. And so from 2007 to 2011, Vela got 
his first real taste of Capitol business. 

Of course, the political landscape wasn’t 
what it is today. “Democrats had a voice and 
influence,’ he said. “We were part of the 
process, and you’re more engaged when 
your opinion matters.” Vela helped draft a 
handful of bills to strengthen open records 
laws, a direct result of his experience deny- 
ing requests at the A.G.’s Office. 

Then came the 2010 tea party wave that 
swept up Ortiz, a 27-year incumbent, and

where he studied political economy, then 
scored a fellowship to be the city manager 
of El Cenizo, a small impoverished South 
Texas border city. (It’s coincidentally the 
town that last year started the multi-city 
lawsuit against the state’s anti-immigrant 
Senate Bill 4.) Vela 
helped pass an interlo- 
cal government agree- 
ment to collect property 
taxes, inspiring him to 
write his master’s thesis 
on the prospect of city- 
county mergers. But his 
favorite gig was right 
before grad school, when he worked as a 
lifeguard at Barton Springs: “That still may 
be the best job I’ve ever had.” 

Vela’s father passed away one day before 
he graduated, so he spent the next two 
years back in Laredo, helping settle his 
father’s practice. He eventually returned to 
Austin for law school, graduated in 2004, 
and took a position at the state Attorney 
General’s Open Records Division. Then he 
got an enticing call from a friend who told 
him former U.S. Rep. Solomon Ortiz, D-Cor-

replaced him with now-disgraced U.S. Rep. 
Blake Farenthold. Nearly two dozen other 
Democratic House incumbents suffered the 
same fate, washing away any potential 
power Dems had. Many considered the loss 
to be a “bloodbath,” but it led Vela to 
demand more from his 
state party. “I was so 
upset and fired up, I 
wanted to see a come- 
to-Jesus-moment from 
Texas Democrats. 
There was never any 
soul-searching after 
that horrible defeat. I 
thought there would be some meaningful 
conversation about how to rebuild the party 
and move forward, but instead there was 
crickets.” 

Vela believes that conversation and strat- 
egy have still yet to transpire, in part 
because of the lack of any proactive agenda. 
“T know what we’re against as Texas Demo- 
crats,” he said, “but it’s not at all clear to me 
what we would do if we controlled state 
government. Until we answer that question, 
I don’t see how we can grow as a party.” 
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Vela hopes his campaign for HD 46 - 
which he bills as a progressive grassroots 
effort aligned to the left of his opponent — 
can help start that conversation. When 
Dukes briefly teased her resignation before 
the 2017 session, Vela says Cole was broadly 
considered the “heir apparent” by the local 
business and political establishment. “I 
wanted there to be a real contested election 
and wanted a candidate that was a strong 
liberal Democrat and social justice advocate 
that came from the grassroots,’ he said. He 
believes Democrats failed voters in 2016, 
and voters were “not in the mood to just 
anoint” whoever the political institution 
might have picked. “They wanted a fighter, 
someone who could cut against the grain. 
And that’s why I jumped in: I really want to 
be the people’s voice.” 

Vela stresses that even while outfunded, 
he took that 202-vote edge in the March 
primary. A snapshot of their campaign 
finance reports indeed shows Cole with far 
more cash. From Jan. 26 to Feb. 24, Cole 
secured nearly $54,000 in contributions 
while Vela got only $8,000. Most of his dona- 
tions are modest (with the exception of one 
$1,500 donor), while Cole’s include $20,000 
from Annie’s List and several $1,000 dona- 
tions. That disparity isn’t lost on Vela: In a 
statement issued earlier this year, he noted 
how his donations came from many indi- 
viduals rather than a few generous donors. 
And from Jan. 1 to Jan. 25 Vela attracted 63 
donations of $100 or less, while Cole had 
only seven. 

“T’'m not the hand-picked candidate of 
those big-dollar donors who think they can 
buy any House District in Travis County, 
but Iam humbled by the outpouring of sup- 
port we’ve earned from the hardworking 
folks who live in House District 46,” he said 
at the time. His endorsements reflect that 
grassroots spirit. The Tejano Democrats, 
Our Revolution, Stonewall Democrats of 
Austin, Austin Young Democrats, Left Up to 
Us, Teamsters Joint Council 58, and North- 
east Travis County Democrats have all ral- 
lied behind Vela. (The Chronicle’s editorial 
board endorsed him in the March primary.) 

Vela believes rural Republicans and 
urban Democrats are increasingly seeing 
common interests. He points to the benefits 
of expanding Medicaid, as hospitals and 
doctors slowly disappear from rural areas. 
Texas has the highest rate of uninsured 
individuals of any state in the country, yet 
has steadfastly refused to expand Medicaid, 
leaving nearly a million eligible residents 
without access. “We can sit down and talk to 
rural Republicans and explain how much 
they’d gain from it,” he said. “You can call it 
TrumpCare or the Texas Plan or whatever. I 
don’t care as long as it gets done.” 

If elected, Vela will also push to decrease 
felony drug possessions to misdemeanors 
and work to legalize marijuana, dedicating 
the tax revenue to public education. There’s 
little chance that any such bill would go far 
in a GOP Capitol, but Vela is determined to 
at least set it for a legislative hearing: That 
way it gets a fiscal estimate from the comp- 
troller. “Once we have that number I think 
we can start to change some minds,’ he said.

COLE: “I DIDN’T GET HERE BEING WEAK” 


Cole was in high spirits when we sat down 
together at Cherrywood Coffeehouse last 
month. “Should we tell her?” she asked her 
campaign manager. “Yeah, go for it.’ Cole 
revealed a pair of recent, previously unre- 
ported endorsements from two political 
titans: Rep. Senfronia Thompson, D-Hous- 
ton, and former state Sen. Wendy Davis. 

“Go girl, go!” exclaimed the enthused 
candidate. 

It’s no surprise more big names have 
given their nod to Cole; she’s a longtime 
figure in local politics. The 53-year-old 
attorney is enjoying a boost from what feels 
like every politico in town, including Rep. 
Lloyd Doggett, Sen. Kirk Watson, Rep. 
Eddie Rodriguez, Hon. Wilhelmina Delco, 
Travis County Judge Sarah Eckhardt, for- 
mer mayors Lee Leffingwell and Will Wynn, 
and current county commissioners and 
members of the City Council. Cole can also 
claim the support of major organizations 
like Annie’s List, Texas AFL-CIO, Planned 
Parenthood, the Austin Firefighters Associ- 
ation, Black Austin Democrats, Education 
Austin, Capital Area Progressive Democrats, 
and Central Austin Democrats.

Old Three Hundred settlers. Growing up in 
Wichita Falls amid modest means, she start- 
ed cleaning the homes of mostly wealthy, 
white families with her mother and grand- 
mother at age 7. She attended UT on schol- 
arship, graduating in 1986 with an account- 
ing degree. After two years of work she 
decided to enter UT law school, completing 
her degree in 1991. From 1994 
to 2000 she worked for the 
Texas Municipal League, testi- 
fying at the Capitol to defend 
the rights of cities, an experi- 
ence she says makes her 
uniquely qualified to tackle the 
barrage of state-led attacks on 
city government. And she’s no 
stranger to civic engagement, 
having sat on boards like 
Planned Parenthood and the 
Urban League. 

Of course, Cole is most rec- 
ognized for her eight years of 
service at City Council. As 
mayor pro tem, she helped spur 
a $65 million affordable hous- 
ing bond package, which 
passed with 60% of the vote in 
2013, and she spearheaded the 
Waller Creek revitalization. She 
prides herself on passing a 2012 
resolution to support marriage 
equality, the first of its kind in 
Texas. “That was an issue that 
was very controversial in the 
African-American community 
at that time, but I stood up for 
it because it was the right thing 
to do,” she said. She was also 
instrumental in pushing back 
against Council’s 2010 decision 
not to settle a wrongful death suit after 
Austin police fatally shot black teenager 
Nathaniel Sanders II. (Council eventually 
voted for a $750,000 settlement to his family 
the following year.) “I was making calls all 
around this city,” she said. “This was before 
Black Lives Matter, before the Austin Jus- 
tice Coalition.” 

If elected, Cole will focus on school 
finance and education, and work to 
strengthen and revise pension plans. She’s 
a proponent of stricter gun control, such as 
preventing firearm sales to people who 
have been identified as dangerous to them- 
selves or others by mental health provid- 
ers, and raising the minimum age for gun 
purchases. Expanded funding for commu- 
nity policing and mental health care are 
also on her agenda. Like Vela, she’s ada- 
mantly for the expansion of Medicaid and 
the legalization of marijuana, with tax 
revenue flowing toward education, infra- 
structure, and health care. Perhaps her 
strongest edge is her decade of valuable 
knowledge about local governmental poli- 
cy. She said she’s “fought against the ero- 
sion of local control and unfunded man- 
dates for years. I can’t wait to get over 
there and defend the tree ordinance that I 
worked on.” 

Cole said people often assume her to be 
bitter about losing the 2014 mayoral race to 
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Steve Adler, but she called that campaign 
one of the “best experiences” of her life. “It 
was the case of one door shutting and many 
more opening,” she said. “My relationship 
with Mike [Martinez, a colleague on Council 
and fellow competitor in that race] and 
Steve today alone was worth it. I simply 
adore them both and if I hadn’t run I prob- 
ably wouldn’t have that.”

For Cole, HD 46 represents an 
opportunity to continue the legacy 
of black representation in the district. 


She calls this current race the “hardest” 
she’s ever been in, in part because of efforts 
to shed the shadow of Dukes, with whom 
some voters have confused her. “I’m not 
Dawnna!” she said, exasperated.

Another contributing factor to the race’s 
difficulty in Cole’s eyes is the sexist lan- 
guage attributed to her by both media and 
community.

a “tough fighter,” she’s routinely labeled as 
“quiet and compromising” — characteristics 
she says do not provide for the full picture. 
“T’m a black woman who has been cleaning 
toilets since she was 7 years old,’ Cole said. 
“T’ve been fighting my whole damn life - and 
I will fight hard for this seat. I didn’t get here 
being weak. I got here with dogged determi- 
nation and the love for the least among us.” 


DIRTY LAUNDRY 

While the run-off hasn’t waded 
deep into mudslinging, both can- 
didates have their share of criti- 
cisms for one another. The race 
has become somewhat of a litmus 
test of progressive bona fides, asa 
result of Vela’s characterization of 
Cole as an “establishment” candi- 
date in comparison to his own 
grassroots background. Cole 
highlights her long record in the 
community representing the 
needs and interests of diverse 
groups. “I’m  no_ one-trick 
Democratic progressive commu- 
nity pony,” she said. 

Vela has also pointed to Cole’s 
position as a registered city lobby- 
ist as a potential conflict of inter- 
est at the Lege. Cole says she 
represents the Fairmont Hotel 
and has represented Scenic 
Texas, the American Heart 
Association, and AISD in govern- 
mental relations matters. “I’m not 
going to do anything unethical,’ 
she said. If a vote happens to 
come up that seems like a con- 
flict, she’s already vowed to 
recuse herself. As a Democrat, her 
$250 donation to GOP County 
Commissioner Gerald Daugherty in 2016 
has also come into question. Cole says 
Daugherty helped her on a “ban the box” 
measure to assist formerly incarcerated 
people secure jobs, and other issues impor- 
tant to the African-American community, 
“even before Democrats got on board.” 

Meanwhile, Cole calls out Vela’s own lib- 
eral credentials for his relationship with 
Chuck McDonald. While the public rela- 
tions specialist once worked for former 
Democratic Gov. Ann Richards, he later 
retained the conservative Texas Association 
of Business and tobacco bigwigs Philip 
Morris as clients. Vela says he “doesn’t 
really know much” about McDonald’s other 
clients and says his work with the campaign 
is loose. However, early campaign emails 
show McDonald as a campaign spokesper- 
son. His sister Nancy Siefken serves as 
campaign manager, and his son Patrick was 
once employed by the campaign, though 
Vela says he fired him after learning of an 
alleged incident of “inappropriate work- 
place behavior” while working on another 
local campaign. 

All told, they’re relatively minor criti- 
cisms, and point to the comparative strength 
of both candidates, who should both be glad 
to campaign on their credentials. Voters in 
HD 46 have their work cut out for them- 
selves this month. | 


Property Tax Protest and Appeal Procedures 


Property owners have the right to protest actions concerning their property tax appraisals. You may 
follow these appeal procedures if you have a concern about: 


e the appraised (market) value of your property 

¢ the unequal value of your property compared with other properties 

¢ the inclusion of your property on the appraisal roll 

¢ any exemptions that may apply to you 

¢ the qualification for an agricultural or timber appraisal 

¢ the taxing units taxing your property 

¢ the property ownership 

¢ the change of use of land receiving special appraisal 

¢ failure of the chief appraiser or appraisal review board (ARB) to send a required notice 

* any action taken by the chief appraiser, county appraisal district (CAD) or ARB that applies to 
and adversely affects you. 


Informal Review 

If you file a protest, you will be notified of the date and time for an informal meeting with a member 
of the appraisal staff. You will receive the evidence the district has used to value your property at this 
meeting. Although you are not required to attend this hearing, we strongly suggest you do so because 
the majority of protests are resolved at the informal level. 


Review by the ARB 
If you cannot resolve your problem informally with the County Appraisal District (CAD), you file a 
notice of protest requesting to have your case heard by the ARB. 


The ARB is an independent board of citizens that hears and determines protests regarding property 
appraisals or other concerns listed above. It has the power to order the CAD to make the necessary 
changes based on evidence heard during the ARB hearing. 


If you file a written request for an ARB hearing (notice of protest) before the deadline, the ARB will set 
your case for a hearing and send you written notice of the time, date and place of the hearing. If nec- 
essary, you may request a hearing in the evening or on a Saturday or Sunday. You may use Comptroller 
Form 50-132, Property Appraisal- Notice of Protest, to file your written request for an ARB hearing. 


Prior to your hearing, you may ask to review the evidence the CAD plans to introduce at the hearing 
to establish any matter at issue. Before a hearing on a protest or immediately after the hearing 
begins, you or your agent and the CAD are required to provide each other with a copy of any materials 
(evidence) intended to be offered or submitted to the ARB at the hearing. Evidence may be submitted 
for any hearing type either in paper or on a small portable electronic device (such as a CD, USB flash 
drive or thumb drive) which will be kept by the ARB. Do NOT bring evidence on a smart phone. The 
ARB’s hearing procedures regarding all the requirements to properly submit evidence on a small 
portable electronic device must be reviewed. 


Usual 
Deadline 


Not later than May 15 (or within 30 days after a notice of appraised value was mailed to you, which- 
ever is later). 


Late protests are allowed for good cause if you miss the usual dead- line. The ARB decides whether 
you have good cause. Late protests are not allowed after the ARB approves the appraisal records for 
the year. 


Special Deadlines 

For change of use (the CAD informed you that you are losing agricultural appraisal because you 
changed the use of your land), the deadline is not later than the 30th day after the notice of the 
determination was delivered to you. 


To the greatest extent practicable, the hearing will be informal. You or a designated agent may appear 
in person or you may by telephone conference call or submission of written affidavit to present your 
evidence, facts and argument. If you decide to participate by telephone conference call, you must 
provide your evidence to the ARB with a written affidavit before the ARB hearing begins. You may use 
Comptroller Form 50-283, Property Owner’s Affidavit of Evidence to the Appraisal Review Board, to 
submit evidence for your telephone conference call hearing or for hearing by affidavit. 


You and the CAD representative have the opportunity to present evidence about your case. You may 
cross-examine the CAD representative. The ARB will make its decision based on the evidence pre- 
sented by both parties. In most cases, the CAD has the burden of establishing the property’s value by 
a preponderance of the evidence presented. 


In certain protests, the chief appraiser has the burden of proving the property’s value by clear and 
convincing evidence. You should review ARB hearing procedures to learn more about evidence and 
related matters. 


You should not try to contact ARB members outside of the hearing. ARB members are required to sign 
an affidavit saying that they have not talked about your case before the ARB hears it. 
Review by the District Court, an Arbitrator or SOAH 


After it decides your case, the ARB must send you a copy of its order by certified mail. If you are not 
satisfied with the ARB’s decision, you have the right to appeal to district court. As an alternative to 
district court, you may appeal through binding arbitration or the State Office of Administrative Hear- 
ings (SOAH) if you meet the qualifying criteria. 


If you choose to go to district court, you must start the process by filing a petition with the district 
court within 60 days of the date you receive the ARB’s order. If you chose to appeal through binding 
arbitration, you must file a request for binding arbitration with the CAD not later than the 45th day 
after you receive notice of the ARB order. If you chose to appeal to the SOAH, you must file an appeal 
with the CAD not later than the 30th day after you receive notice of the ARB’s order. Appeals to district 
court, binding arbitration or SOAH all require payment of certain fees or deposits. 


Tax Payment 

You must pay the amount of taxes due on the portion of the tax- able value not in dispute, the amount 
of taxes due on the property under the order from which the appeal is taken or the amount of taxes 
due in the previous year.

Deadline for Filing Protests with the ARB* 


For ARB changes (the ARB has informed you of a change that increases your tax liability and the 
change did not result from a protest you filed), the deadline is not later than the 30th day after the 
notice of the change was delivered to you. 


If you believe the CAD or the ARB should have sent you a notice and did not, you may file a protest until 
the day before taxes become delinquent (usually Feb. 1) or no later than the 125th day after the date you 
claim you received a tax bill from one or more of the taxing units that tax your property. The ARB decides 
whether it will hear your case based on evidence about whether a required notice was mailed to you. 


* The deadline is postponed to the next business day if it falls on a weekend or legal, state or national 
holiday.

Psychedelia doesn’t exist without a visual element. At least, that’s the consensus of all the 
local visual artists who “Snapshot” shadowed during Levitation. The psych music fest resur- 
faced last weekend across the Red River Cultural District and other satellite venues after a 
two-year hiatus. 

“Sight and sound are the two primary senses we use to navigate the world,” says Bob 
Mustachio, the Black Angels’ visual artist (aka Mustachio Light Show) for the past seven 
years and leader of Levitation’s light show team. “If you can lock in your two primary senses 
and synchronize them and play off each other, it creates a bigger experience that sucks you 
into it and that’s why it’s called psychedelic.” 

By extension, that means the fan experience during Levitation depends on a visual artist’s 
conversation with the music and the feelings evoked by it. So “Snapshot” asked each artist 
and their affiliates: What feelings should visuals aim to conjure? What’s the end goal? 


Fez Moreno (aka Etherwave) during Dan Deacon, 
Saturday at Empire Garage: “I want people to feel 

like the outside world has stopped and the music and 
visuals transport them to a place that is suspended 
from reality and allows them to have that moment of, 
‘That’s why | come out here and pay for this.’ It’s to go 
deeper into the psyche, to take it a little further than 
just entertainment.” 


Dustin Braden (aka Lysergic Lights) during the 
Risin’ Sun, Sunday at Hotel Vegas: “I just want 

to invoke a psychedelic trip in a sober state. So 
basically, in your sober state you would think, ‘Oh 
man, this is really freakin’ me out,’ and it almost 
makes you actually freak out, but you’re cool. It 
gives more movement to the music - | think that’s 
why it’s invaluable.” 


Sydney Quezada (aka Astral Violet) and Mustachio 
tag-team the Black Angels, Sunday at Stubb’s: “1 
don’t really premake any content or plan stuff out, 
so it’s all influenced in the moment by what I’m 
hearing and my environment,” says Quezada. Adds 
Mustachio: “I’m trying to lift up what the band has 
to say. They’re communicating something, and I’m 
trying to pay attention to the conversation and sort 
of chime in when it’s relevant.”

Hot Off the Press 


The city’s Central Library works to recognize 
and grow zine culture in Austin 


I was late to explore the Central Library 
that opened last fall, hoping for the buzz 
around the new space to die down (it 
hasn’t). When I did finally visit with two 
writer friends of mine, we discovered 
something we hadn’t 
expected: zines. While 
huffing our way up 
the atrium staircase, 
we looked to our right 
and noticed a shelf on 
the fifth floor packed 
full of them. As self- 
proclaimed “zinesters” 
ourselves, we spent 
several minutes pull- 
ing individual zines 
from the shelf and 
looking through the 
binder listing of all of 
the zines in the Austin 
Public Library’s collection. What a surprise 
to find zines — beautiful in their diversity, 
accessibility, and affordability — had gar- 
nered their own place in the new facility. 

APUs zine collection got its start at 
the Faulk Central Library in August of 
2014, when around 100 zines were donated 
from Farewell Books and MonkeyWrench 
Books, longtime promoters of zine culture. 
It expanded quickly with other donations 
from local artists and creators, however, one

of the challenges to its growth was the zines’ 
placement at Faulk near the periodicals and 
magazines. That seemed a good fit for these 
small DIY publications, but they were often 
obscured, and visitors did not always know 
where they were. When 
the new library was 
being designed, refer- 
ence librarians were 
asked to recommend 
sections they’d like 
to see featured more 
prominently in the new 
building than they had 
been at Faulk. Meg 
Holly, the first custo- 
dian of this collection, 
wanted to acknowledge 
the requests for zines 
that were coming from 
the community and 
suggested them. As a result, the collection 
has its own shelf at the top of the stairs and 
is impossible to miss. 

A sign atop the shelf briefly defines what 
zines are and points visitors to a binder 
with all of the zine titles and authors listed 
alphabetically. (The list is also available on 
the Central Library website.) This feature, 
paired with APIs presence at local zine 
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festivals and events, has helped locals and 
visitors to know that the collection exists 
and motivates people to donate their work 
to the library. Katrin Abel, the collection’s 
current custodian, solicits and sorts sub- 
missions, organizes the collection at least 
once a week, and features the latest addi- 
tions in the shelf’s “Hot Off the Press” flier. 

The zines don’t have call numbers, aren’t 
organized alphabetically, and routinely get 
shuffled around from being read so often. 
And the variety of sizes adds to the lack 
of traditional organization - some of the 
mini-zines, such as the microzine of micro- 
aggressions by Yes, Ma’am Press, a feminist 
zine press, aren’t visible until one begins to 
look through stacks. And yet this is what 
is exciting about the zines’ display. No one 
zine is prioritized over another, so the col- 
lection represents a breadth of styles and 
voices, from hand-bound and photocopied 
zines about biking and environmental sus- 
tainability to small press publications with 
ISBNs. There are even collectives that call 
for submissions of art and writing, such 
as the ChingoZine series from the Puro 
Chingon Collective, which not only pro- 
duces zines but also features Latinx art and 
music events in Austin. One of the best fea- 
tures of the collection is that zines created 
in Austin or Texas are featured with a Texas 
flag sticker and a gold star to point visitors 
to the work of local creators. 

“Zines are relevant and interesting to so 
many people, and we are getting a lot of posi- 
tive feedback,” Abel says, especially among 
youth and college students. Some of that 
reflects the growth of zine culture in recent 
years with the organization of zine festivals, 
such as the Lone Star Zine Fest last June, 
which gathered zine creators, independent 
publishers, writers’ collectives, and institu- 
tions such as the UT Libraries and APL. 
Abel hopes that the library’s collection will 
continue to grow both in size and in the 
attention it receives. Zines are inexpensive, 
so most people are fine with donating a few 
pieces. With a small budget, the library is 
sometimes able to compensate creators for 
more labor-intensive zines. Abel is always 
looking to add more bilingual zines and 
zines from other cities in Texas that rep- 
resent marginalized voices, especially as 
events like Zine Fest Houston and the San 
Anto Zine Fest develop. The collection, as 
Abel says, hopes to curate a “DIY ethos” in 
the space. Paired with graphic novels and 
other mainstream art forms, it is a step in 
legitimizing the culture of zines and the 
work of their creators. 

With Austin’s zine culture growing as it 
is, there are more opportunities to bring 
collectives and creative voices into the 
city’s artistic conversation. As a zine creator

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“Who are you?” — a dangerous question to 
ask an actor, Someone who routinely traffics 
in alternate identities. The reply you get may 
come from the person who exists offstage, 
one of the numerous characters that actor 
has embodied onstage, or some hybrid per- 
sona made from one bleeding into the other. 
You may not be sure who it is. Even more 
unsettling, the actor may not be sure either. 

That’s one of the uncertainties threaded 
throughout Trio, a new play by Sheila Cowley 
receiving its world premiere from Filigree 
Theatre, itself a new company. Center stage 
are Leslie and Tim, who are holed up in her 
father’s garage working desperately to create 
a new play for kids that they can perform at a 
major theatre festival the next day. But Leslie 
is distracted by her mother’s 
hospitalization, and the two 
can never get far in the scene 
they’re working on without 
Leslie’s cell going off — a con- 
stant reminder this may be 
the last act of her mother’s 
life. “Who are you?” asks Tim 
whenever their work resumes, 
and it’s intended as a prompt to get Leslie 
focused on the play again (“I’m the hero,” she 
insists, gripping a wooden sword), but the 
frequency with which the question is repeated 
adds a weight to it that makes it land more 
heavily than a rehearsal process tool. Tim’s 
habit of adopting different names and accents 
makes him a slippery figure, identity-wise, 
and the presence of Fletcher, an old friend 
that Tim has recruited to be their stagehand 
for the festival performance, complicates 
the question further. Who are you? Actor? 
Engineer? Friend? Lover? Daughter? Orphan? 

The queries swirl around this trio in a 
space suggesting naturalistic drama — Chris 
Conard’s set is a garage any suburban- 
ite born after World War II will recognize: 
shelves, storage tubs, tools, the odd keep- 
sake that no longer lives in the house yet 
hasn’t been thrown away — but the first 
figures to enter it are a threesome in extrava- 
gant masks and outfits who silently and invis- 
ibly observe the other trio and interact with

them as theatrical spirits, transforming ordi- 
nary objects into stage props for the rehears- 
al and altering the lights with a wave of their 
hands. They signal us that this is some mysti- 
cal space, and as Trio goes on, Cowley seems 
less interested in delivering a well-made play 
than exploring self and change along mythic 
lines. The tale’s mechanics remain fuzzy — 
like, what the deal is with this festival Leslie 
and Tim are prepping for and why they’d risk 
a major career opportunity on a new, untried 
show rather than one they’ve done before — 
so the narrative never gains traction. Instead, 
scenes follow a fuguelike pattern, with Leslie 
and Tim starting to rehearse (“Who are you?” 
“I’m the hero”), tension building between her 
hero and his monster, Leslie’s phone ring- 
ing, Leslie exiting anxiously, 
Tim and Fletcher conversing 
alone, and Leslie returning, 
at which point the action 
repeats, with variations. 
Phrases crop up again and 
again like musical motifs — “I 
need a monster,” “That’s too 
scary,” and “Does it hurt?” 
“Just everywhere,” among them - and their 
metaphoric import as Leslie deals with a 
genuine life-and-death drama keeps us keen- 
ly aware of the hurt, fear, and apprehension 
facing these characters. 

The emotions are honestly conveyed by 
Chelsea Beth as Leslie, Ben Gipson as Tim, 
and Ethan Cannon as Fletcher, as guided by 
Filigree Artistic Director Elizabeth V. Newman.

As | was walking out of Elizabeth Chiles’ current solo show at 
grayDUCK Gallery, | pulled out my phone to query: “Japanese word 
light through tree leaves.” The word | was looking for, remembered 
from lists of “untranslatable words” that would circulate Tumblr, was 
“komorebi,” which despite its frequent categorization as untranslat- 
able conveys a phenomenon almost everyone immediately recognizes: 
the flickering of sunlight through the filter of tree leaves. It’s comfort- 
ing to know that there are other people recognizing the same little 
sensations as they move through life, melding them into their vocabu- 
lary, be they linguistic or visual. Chiles’ work champions the occasion 
of light’s little dance through flora as a way to explore the ephemeral, 
ever-changing nature of light, time, and life in a tightly focused, yet 
somehow transcendent, series of archival pigment prints. 

In an essay accompanying Chiles’ 2011 show “Theatre,” curator 
Toby Kamps was also sent looking beyond the English vocabulary 
when he wrote, “The German language has a word for the seemingly 
universal appeal of woods, Waldgefuhl, or ‘forest feeling,’ which sug- 
gests sources of origin and power.” The show consisted of a series 
of photographs looking up through the trees, with little bits of light 
speckling the darkly foregrounded tree cover. 

Seven years later, Chiles is still obSessed with this forest feeling, 
and her “Weave” feels like a culmination of the themes and tech- 
niques she has explored for years now. Here, the glimmers of light and 
leaf are taken to Technicolor extremes, folding back into themselves 
and bouncing off of one another. 

A series of natural pigment paintings feels out of place and bland 
in comparison to the other works. Solid, subtle washes of blue, yellow, 
cream, and slate in pigments made from lavender, thistle, bluebon- 
nets, and other wildflowers are hung in a row in frames significantly 
smaller than the majority of the other works. The understated works 
dampen the vibrant exploration taking place all around them where 
Chiles manages to, finally, capture the fleeting ephemerality of small 
moments of wonder. Previously, more literal explorations of the sub- 
ject ruptured the magic of these glinting moments in time. The real- 
istic photograph of a dark blanket of leaves and white specks of light 
falls flat where her polychrome explorations soar, giving the sensation 
an appropriate frenetic capriciousness. 

Chiles’ photo prints use an old color technique in a new form. 
Cangiantismo, the technique of using a different color for shadow, 
aims to explore light as an instinct and experience rather than a purely 
realistic rendering, a pursuit which agrees with “Weave.” Chiles’ 
shadows are not black, but a velvety purple against lime in Weave 


(November 3, 2017). The light splitting through the trees and silhouett- 
ing their branches and leaves is, in Weave January 27, 2018), fluores- 

cent blue, so captivating that | first thought it was literally luminescent 
against its dark background. In presenting such a coherent, enthralling 
series, Chiles manages to capture visually an experience not named in 
the English lexicon, but recognized viscerally by all. - Melany Jean

Hot Springs National 
Park in Arkansas holds a 
unique spot among the spe- 
cial places in the National 
Park Service’s inventory. Set 
aside as a nature reserve in 
1832, Hot Springs was a 
park before the park service 
was established. 

Contrary to popular myth, 
Native Americans came to 
the forest-covered moun- 
tains in south central Arkan- 
sas more for the rocks that 
made excellent tools than 
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for the healing waters, says Tom Hill, the park’s museum curator. 

The U.S. obtained the area in the Louisiana Purchase and settlers weren’t far behind. 
At first, the “baths” were nothing more than mud pits dug out of the side of Hot Springs 
Mountain. The federal government took control in the nation’s first effort to protect a 
natural resource. It became the 18th national park in 1921 and is the second smallest 
at 5,548 acres. 

At its peak, more than 50 privately owned bathhouses lined the creek that is now 
Central Avenue. Advances in medicine killed the bathhouse business, Hill says. Of the 
eight NPS-owned former bathhouses along the historic Bathhouse Row, only two offer 
hot mineral water baths. The former Superior Bathhouse is the only brewery in a 
national park and only brewery using thermal spring water. 

Hot Springs National Park is in Hot Springs, Ark., about two hours northeast of 
Texarkana. To get a sense of the opulence of the bathhouses, take a tour of the 
Fordyce Bathhouse, once the most luxurious of the spas. Don’t miss a chance to ride 
the elevator to the top of the 216-foot Hot Springs Mountain Tower for a panoramic 
view of the Ouachita Mountains. Then explore some of the 25 miles of trails in the park.

STAURANTS DEFINING AUSTIN DINING NOW 


Since September when I became Food Editor, I’ve had more than a few 
moments feeling as if I were clomping around in oversized clown shoes. 
There was the formidable, but always fashionable, footwear I felt com- 
pelled to try to fill, and there’s also been the looming weight of First 
Plates. To “define Austin dining now” is a massive undertaking. But after 
several months of heart palpitations, lam thrilled with the way this roster 
of local food scene excellence turned out. The 2018 list is big, it’s uncon- 
ventional, and dare we say, it’s important. 

As an alternative weekly newspapert, 
we do things our own (often irreverent) 
way because challenging the status quo 
and celebrating diversity in every sense 
reveals the best our city has to offer. This 
year’s First Plates is woven together not 
so much by a theme, but an expression of 
our gritty roots and our passion for shar- 
ing all kinds of meals out in the commu- 
nity: We ain't fancy, but we know great 
food (and music and art and film).

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Enchiladas at Dart Bowl Cafe 


BOWLING ALLEY FOOD MORE THAN ABIDES, 
IT ENDURES ey cern suLLivan 


Waiting in line at a dingy bowling alley 
concession stand for reheated Red Baron 
pizza may hold its nostalgic value, but 
rarely was the food ever so tasty that you 
could forget you were wearing someone 
else’s sweaty shoes. For Brandon Rascoe, 
co-owner and chef of Lebowski’s Grill (with 
locations at Highland Lanes and Westgate 
Lanes), it’s his mission to prove otherwise. 

“We were trying the break down the 
stigma that [bowling alley food] was all 
just premade food put together. We wanted 
to put real food back into the bowling 
alley,” says Rascoe of his goal when opening 
Lebowski’s 10 years ago. 

And break down they did. Rascoe, who 
graduated from culinary school, empha- 
sizes he and co-owner Gabriel King strive 
to make everything they can in-house. 
Their menu is expansive, featuring every- 
thing from loaded burgers like the Buffalo 
Dude (the pair met while league bowling at 
Highland Lanes, after all) to corn dogs and 
Philly cheesesteaks. No “cheeze” cans or 
freezer fries in sight. 

Like Rascoe, Dart Bowl Cafe manager 
Peggy Zamarripa aims for fresh-never-fro- 
zen ingredients and homestyle cooking. 
Dart Bowl Cafe, tucked inside local institu- 
tion Dart Bowl, is famous for their enchi- 
ladas, which Zamarripa has been dippin’ 
and rollin’ up with cheese and smotherin’ 
with chili ever since owner Milton “Butch” 
Martinets’ father gave her his recipe not 
long after she started working there in the 
Seventies. 

“Tt’s homemade chili - I make 15 pounds 
a day,” says Zamarripa. “You know, I don’t 
even measure, I’ve been making it for so 
long, and I’m the only one that makes it.” 
When asked what’s in the chili, Zamarripa

exclaims, laughing, “What’s in the chili? 
Lots of love, girl. Lots of love.” However, 
she’s quick to add that her chili is only 
meat, no beans — this is Texas. It’s a legacy 
you can taste in their homemade rolls and 
yeast bread, which complement their chick- 
en-fried steak (hand-breaded and available 
on the huge breakfast menu as well). 
Though Lebowski’s has only been open 
about one-fifth of the time Dart Bowl Cafe 
has, their consistent quality has elevated 
their burgers to second place on Yelp (fol- 
lowing Austin-based chain Hopdoddy), and 
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“What's in the chili? 
Lots of love, girl. 
Lots of love.”

their crispy tots hold the coveted first place. 
“Who knew bowling alley food could be so 
good?” and “I know it’s in a bowling alley, 
but ...” are common refrains in their online 
reviews, which Rascoe says generates a sig- 
nificant amount of new customers. 

Rather than take offense at these com- 
ments, he finds motivation. “That right there 
is probably what gets us up everyday,” he 
says. “We have people that have that stigma 
about bowling alley food, but they see these 
reviews and come in and we win them over. 
You know, the review got them in the door, 
but the food has got to win them over.” 

With Dart Bowl Cafe and Lebowski’s 
locations in bowling alleys, one may think 
their customer base is largely Walter 
Sobchak types or tween birthday parties. 
Surprisingly, that’s far from reality. Both 
Rascoe and Zamarripa say a majority of 
their business comes from folks who come 
in only to eat, mainly during the weekday 
lunchtime rush. For Zamarripa, it’s espe- 
cially important to make food that’s kept 
families coming in every generation. “T’ll 
have somebody come in and say, ‘Oh, my 
dad used to - or my grandfather used to — 
come in here and he always talked about it.’ 
I just hope the generation keeps going on.” 

Amidst a culinary scene with its mix 
of gutterballs and strikes, Dart Bowl Cafe 
and Lebowski’s Grill more than abide, they 
endure. Sometimes you just want a dang 
good burger or enchiladas and in our city 
that means stepping into a bowling alley. 
No shoe rentals required. |

She People’s Poke 


AUSTIN’S INFLUX OF POKE SHOPS IS VERY WELCOME, 
JUST NOT REALLY HAWAIIAN ey MELANIE HAUPT 


It seemed to happen overnight: A year or so 
ago, you could generally only find poke on the 
menu at places like Koriente or Café No Sé, 
or at the Big Kahuna food truck in Rosedale. 
But then, like rabbits, fast-casual poke spots 
started popping up in strip malls and vacant 
restaurants across Austin. Suddenly, you 
couldn’t throw a shaka and say “Aloha” with- 
out seeing a spot offering up build-your- 
own poke bowls, sort of like Chipotle for 
Hawaiian food. The choices are endless, from 
“pokerritos” coated in hot Cheetos at Poke 
House to poke nachos at Yard House. 

But what is poke, really? (It’s pronounced 
“poh-keh,” and it’s not spelled with an 
accent on the “e,” by the way.) And why is it 
suddenly so popular here on the mainland? 
The word “poke” in Hawaiian means “to sec- 
tion” or “cube.” In Hawaii, poke is a humble 
dish made of raw fish (usually tuna, but also 
octopus, or taro or tofu) cut into cubes and 
seasoned with simple ingredients, depend- 
ing on your family and preferences. Salt, 
definitely. Shoyu, maybe some chili oil or 
sesame oil. Some onions, and definitely 
limu, sliced seaweed. According to Neens 
Camilo, the San Diego-based blogger of 
Ono Yum, who founded the annual “I Love 
Poke” festival, poke is a staple Hawaiian 
food, available by the scoop in the deli at 
the supermarket and at neighborhood mom- 
and-pop shops. “It’s always been a food of 
the people,” he says. “Not a tourist food.” 

Says Rachel Laudan, the Austin-based 
food historian whose award-winning 1996 
book, The Food of Paradise, is widely consid- 
ered to be the definitive history of Hawaiian 
cuisine, “poke comes in as a kind of social 
dish that everybody can enjoy. It’s what 
Hawaiians call ‘heavy pupu,’ food to drink 
with beer at the garage or beach party. It’s 
never a meal, and it’s never served with rice.” 

“People’s first impression of poke is usu- 
ally way off,” says Camilo. “There’s Hawaii- 


an-style poke and mainland-style poke.” 
The mainland’s fast-casual approach to top- 
ping the fish with edamame and crab salad 
and pineapple and avocado is about as 
Hawaiian as George Clooney. “The choose- 
your-own adventure model of poke leads 
to everywhere but poke,” says Camilo. “It 
can still be good food if the ingredients 
are fresh. It’s just not poke.” Restaurateur 
Jason McVearry, whose wildly successful 
Venice Beach-based Poke-Poke recently 
expanded to Austin with two locations, 
agrees: “We don’t necessarily consider the 
new assembly style as poke ... more fish 
salad.” Poke-Poke offers curated poke bowls 
with simply seasoned fish and a “Hawaiian- 
style” option that eschews rice. 

The great thing about foodways, though, 
is that they’re inherently iterative. Creative 
chefs can tweak and innovate and fuse and 
take a dish in new, unexpected directions. 
That’s how you wind up with guaca-poke 
at Kemuri Tatsu-ya and a plant-based beet- 
and-mango poke takeaway bowl from Snap 
Kitchen. And, it’s not like poke itself isn’t 
the result of migrations, interventions, and 
adaptations. According to Laudan, it was 
the Japanese who introduced deep-sea tuna 
fishing to Hawaii in 1890; before that, native 
Hawaiians made their poke using reef fish. 
“The whole food of Hawaii is a huge poly- 
glot of cultures and cuisines,” she says. 
“People take it and run with it.” 

There’s no telling how long the 
pokexplosion will last in Austin; the poke 
trend in the mainland seems to be crest- 
ing as people embrace new, fresh, healthy 
options that are still a little out of the 
ordinary (see also: sushi, ceviche, kale 
salad). And while folks should feel free to 
top their poke bowls with as much sauce 
and hot Cheetos as they can stomach, true 
poke is simple and best enjoyed in the 
company of family and friends. |_|

PUTTING INDIAN INGREDIENTS IN A TEX-MEX 


SHELL IS SO VERY AUSTIN 


You can turn just about anything into a 
taco. Thanks to several talented Indian chefs 
merging spices and ingredients from the 
East and West, Austin’s way of life — hand- 
held meal perfection —- is even more flavorful. 

Dipak Topiwala brought this idea to 
Austin years ago when he created a menu 
of Tex-Mex-Indian dishes at Whip In, 
the bodega-turned-gastropub his parents 
opened in Travis Heights in 1986. The 
“Whip Indianized” menu, as they dubbed 
it, included dishes like queso with cilantro 
chutney and “panaani” pressed sandwiches 
made with tandoor-baked flatbread.

Topiwala makes his own corn tortillas 
with turmeric and garlic, plus white wheat 
tortillas with ginger, and sometimes uses 
spent grain in his dough, too. Since opening 
last winter, his truck has circulated around 
town to Live Oak Brewing Company, 
Independence Brewing Co., and various 
events (it’s best to track his whereabouts 
on Facebook). 

“Tacos are basically the kind of Gujarati 
Indian food I grew up with - veggies in 
rotis,” says Topiwala. “Chutney is a great 


Chutney’s, before moving to 
Austin and launching Kurry Takos as an 
homage to his two favorite cuisines. 

Each of Chandra’s “takos” feature siz- 
able, Instagram-ready portions. The 
Hungry Texan, for example, is heaped with 
chicken tikka masala, coco rice, chutney, 
crema, avocado, jalapeno, queso, and cilan- 
tro. Chandra has a local baker make his 
paratha, a slightly thicker version of flat- 
bread than roti, but he makes his own corn 
tortillas spiced with onion, jalapeno, cilan- 
tro, cumin, and garam seeds. 

“With Indian food, we use many of 
the same spices [as Mexican food],” says 
Chandra. “Cilantro, cinnamon, ginger, jag- 
gery, cumin, chile — it’s almost all the same, 
but different types of sauces. So I thought, 
why don’t we start mixing it up?”

This intuitive marriage of Eastern and 
Western flavors is what inspired chef 
Deepa Shridhar to create her dinner 
series, Anjore Austin, before launching 
her Chaiwalla food delivery and cafe at 
farmers’ markets across the city in 2014. It 
was then that she introduced roti tacos to 
Austin, griddling her tender, just-chewy- 
enough flatbread and filling it with differ- 
ent seasonal ingredients each week: fried 
farm eggs, green mole, escabeche pickles, 
preserved lemon, chai ash, and bacon- 
butter masala. 

“T didn’t trust ingredients and myself 
as much back then,” says Shridhar. “They 
were overly composed, like five different 
garnishes. We would call them ‘open-faced 
kati rolls’ — and then finally realized we 
were making tacos!” 

Shridhar’s passion for local, seasonal 
ingredients means her wildly inventive 
menus are constantly changing. She is cur- 
rently reinterpreting her signature naan 
croissants in paratha form and using Barton 
Springs Mill flour and local corn to perfect 
roti chips. But at her food truck Puli-Ra, 
which now calls Texas Keeper Cider home, 
there’s almost always a roti taco on the 
menu (though she tries to keep things to 
a simple, three-ingredient combination 
these days). 

“Tacos make sense,” says Shridhar. “Also, 
every culture is making tacos in a way - it’s 
just always a couple steps away.” B

Star Wars Memories 


In honor of Star Wars Day, Austin’s creatives talk about 
how the Force changed their lives 


BY RICHARD WHITTAKER 


From a galaxy far, far away to the world’s imagination, tales of the Jedi and the Sith have reshaped modern culture. As 
the world marks Star Wars Day on May the Fourth, we asked Austin’s filmmakers, reviewers, writers, and artists about 
how Wookiees and Ewoks, toy spaceships and re-releases, shaped their childhoods and beyond.

“Being born in 1983, | have a strange relationship with the 
original trilogy — having seen the original films exclusively on 
TV broadcasts dubbed to VHS. Even stranger, having seen the 
films in the now historic window of time when they weren’t 
ubiquitous. They were just story blueprints with which to orga- 
nize play with my older brother’s hand-me-down action figures. 

When they were eventually reissued, and made ‘special’ 
for theatrical presentation in the mid-Nineties, that was the 
first time that | experienced excitement around Star Wars - | 
was too young to see the marketing onslaught or realize 
how contagious that form of advertising truly had become. 
And it baptized me into a full-blown fan [for the release of] 
The Phantom Menace in 1999. | remember buying tickets in 
advance (including tickets for my high school teachers, who 
were also excited at the time). 

| remember watching the trailer over and over again on a 
terrible Quicktime MOV file on my dial-up internet. | remember 
buying toys before | had seen the movie. But the thing | most 
vividly remember, was enjoying myself along the whole ride. 
Maybe | didn’t enjoy the film itself, but it truly was the start 
of ‘event’ cinema for me. It’s something | participate in still 
to this day. It continued with the Star Wars prequels — into 
the Lord of the Rings trilogy, into the Harry Potter franchise, 
and now, again, annually with new Star Wars films. I’ve grown 
older and a little more cynical, but regardless of the quality of 
the films, the cultural impact — the unification of pop culture

Ginsburg gets a flattering if mild biography in RBG 


An improbable pop culture darling, 
Associate Justice of the U.S. Supreme Court 
Ruth Bader Ginsburg is having a moment, 
going on five years now.

YouTube star, or whatever flavor Kardashian 
we’re licking this month — it’s a welcome 
treat to collectively cheer on a feminist icon. 
And if you're going to canonize someone, you 
might as well do it while they’re still alive 
and can enjoy it. 

Ginsburg’s health is of course a 
topic of interest, and considerable 
nail-biting, as the diminutive judge, a 

two-time cancer survivor, nears her 

90s and progressives pray with a 

born-again’s zeal that she can ride 

out Trump’s presidency, thus avoid- 

ing a second conservative-appointed 

justice. Julie Cohen and Betsy 
West’s documentary portrait takes pains 
right away to show off Ginsburg’s fitness 
routine (lady can hold a plank like nobody’s 
business), before settling into the familiar 
pacings of a biographical survey. By thread- 
ing together the audio from past speeches, 


Lesson seemingly learned with Bad 
Samaritan, which is not (unfortunately) an 
off-brand Bad Santa spin-off. Instead, it’s 
an opportunity for former Doctor Who David 
Tennant to play a different kind of innuman. 
After hunting monsters in Broadchurch, now 
he’s having fun becoming one: first Kilgrave in 
Jessica Jones, now icy lunatic millionaire Cale 
Erendreich. Well, at least he’s having fun. 

Formally known as No Good Deed (a much 
more apt title for the script by Apt Pupil 
adapter Brandon Boyce), Bad Samaritan’s 
protagonists are a pair of street dogs, Sean 
(Sheehan) and Derek (Olivero), who run the 
old valet scam — while a family is at the 
restaurant, they drive to their home, use 
their keys to get in, and rob them. Which is 
fine, until they decided to boost Erendreich, 
who has a deep, dark secret tied up in his 
house. This is a gut-check moment for Sean, 
who bolts, but then regrets his moral failing, 
and tries to get the cops involved, which is 
an even worse plan than trying to steal the 
credit cards of a murderous genius. 

Working from a script that lacks the vis- 
ceral ingenuity of a Don’t Breathe, Devlin’s 
Nineties crowd-pleasing instincts end up 
holding him back. Bad Samaritan creates a 
resolutely nasty scenario, and Tennant has 
no problem at all digging deep into the hor- 
rors. It’s like he turned up for a real hardcore 
nightmare, like something the gleeful gore- 
dogs of Unearthed Films would dig up from

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testimony from her 1993 confirmation hear- 
ings, and sit-down interviews with the subject 
herself, the filmmakers cleverly give the 
impression of Ginsburg narrating her own 
story. That story courses from her Brooklyn 
beginnings and touching romance with hus- 
band Martin Ginsburg (coming soon in a dra- 
matic film starring Felicity Jones and Armie 
Hammer) to her trailblazing as a female law 
student and her many legal victories. Talking 
heads — including NPR’s Nina Totenberg, 
Gloria Steinem, Bill Clinton, and Ginsburg’s 
own family — chime in, too, but they all stick 
to roughly the same script, with personal 
observations about Ginsburg’s tenacity and 


the underground. Instead, it’s straight out of 
the glut of post-Silence of the Lambs potboil- 
ers, like the The Bone Collector, only even 
marginally redeemed by Tennant surpassing 
the discount-store Hannibal Lecter tag so 
easily applied to that subgenre’s antagonists. 
Boyce even tried to provide him with a Clarice 
Starling/Alex Cross (remember Kiss the 
Girls? Anyone? No?) in a dogged FBI agent 
(Heggins) who believes Sean when no one 
else will. However, the script’s hackneyed 
attempt to give Erendreich a motivation 
reduces her already wafer-thin role to basi- 
cally delivering an exposition. An icebound 
final chase sequence, rather than chilling the 
bone, slips into silliness, and not even the 
former Time Lord’s sliver of a grin can save it 
from slipping and sliding out of your memory.

It seems like every time two or three hor- 
ror anthology films are released within the 
same year, it becomes fodder for a “revival,” 
when in actuality, it has remained a staple of 
the horror genre for over 50 years. Whether 
it’s Vincent Price and Peter Lorre in 1962’s 
Tales of Terror, the sumptuous visuals of 
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self-seriousness, her love of opera, and her 
advancement of equal rights. 

The film also devotes time to Ginsburg’s 
more recent legacy as the author of numer- 
ous dissenting opinions, a byproduct of the 
court’s tilt toward the right. Dissent — or a 
remotely critical eye — doesn’t have any place 
in RBG; this is an entirely admiring doc. An 
incomplete one, too: A brisk 96 minutes, 
RBG had room for a more probing look at 
Ginsburg’s judicial philosophy and impact 
on the court. Ginsburg’s contributions are 
substantial; this peppy portrait feels a little 
lightweight next to her stature.

1964’s Kwaidan, or my own personal yard- 
stick on the creepshow omnibus, 1975’s 
Karen Black vehicle Trilogy of Terror (that trib- 
al doll still shows up in my dreams on occa- 
sion), the format suits the stories: short and 
succinct, campfire-told tales that get in and 
get out before they wear out their bloody wel- 
come. Based on a popular and long-running 
play of the same name from the minds of 
Brits Andy Nyman and Jeremy Dyson, Ghost 
Stories continues the tradition, but unfortu- 
nately offers up the same old recipe, with 

a soupcon of variation to make those jump- 
scares not feel like day-old bread. 

Professor Phillip Goodman (Nyman) has 
spent his life debunking the supernatural, 
as we are introduced to him via his reality 
TV show, exposing a psychic onstage who 
is being fed information on his audience via 
a headset, an early sign that the film will 
be treading well-worn territory. Goodman 
is contacted by an elder statesman of the 
cause, a once-popular, now reclusive skeptic, 
who gives him the files of three cases that 
were never solved. Framework sturdily in 
place, the prof heads off to investigate these 
unsolved mysteries. 

The trio of tales serve up a pretty pedes- 
trian array of horror cliches: creepy, aban- 
doned asylums where the power constantly 
goes out; a car breakdown in the dark, 
secluded woods where beasts may dwell; a 
poltergeist driving a man and his pregnant 
wife to extreme measures. An homage (well, 
that’s one word for it) to classic horror films, 
at least the framing device of Goodman’s 
quest offers up some mildly interesting 
variations, especially in the end, where the

film attempts to draw all the various ribbons 
together to make a nice little bow. Except 
that bow isn’t really that nice, it’s hackneyed 
and unoriginal and you can anticipate the 
arrival of the plot twist in much the same way 
that you anticipate the arrival of a nice shock 
when sticking a fork into an outlet. “The 
brain sees what it wants to see,” and “every- 
thing is exactly as it seems,” are choral 
refrains our main character hears throughout 
his odyssey which inevitably takes a tragic 
turn. | have to give Nyman and Dyson props, 
though, because any film that utilizes the 
successful inclusion of Bobby Pickett’s 1962 
hit “Monster Mash” scores points with me. 
But Ghost Stories, while trying to spin these 
old-fashioned tales, can best be described as 
hearing the same story for the millionth time 
by a best friend: somewhat comforting, but 
mostly tedious.

Turkish writer/director Deniz Gamze 
Erguven galloped out of the gate with her 
debut feature Mustang, a film about five 
adolescent orphans whose girlhood is about 
to be snuffed out by forced matrimony. The 
sensitive yet rebellious story was an oft- 
mentioned contender for the best foreign 
film of 2015. Erguven’s second feature, and 
her first in English, proves to be a disap- 
pointing successor. Although it shares many 
attributes with Mustang — attention to issues 
of social repression, strong image-making 
(cinematographer David Chizallet worked on 
both films), convincing performances by non- 
actors, music scores by Warren Ellis (joined 
for this second outing by his frequent col- 
laborator Nick Cave) — Kings is a confusing 
and far-fetched story in which good intentions 
outweigh good storytelling. 

Set in Los Angeles during the years 1991- 
92, Erguven uses the fomenting events lead- 
ing to the L.A. riots 26 years ago this week 
(the death of 15-year-old Latasha Harlins 


by a Korean storekeeper who erroneously 
thought she was shoplifting, and the beating 
of Rodney King by four white police officers, 
who were subsequently acquitted) as the 
backdrop for the film. Few sequences are as 
sharply focused and emotional as its pre- 
amble, which re-creates the events leading 
to the tragic shooting of Harlins. Erguven and 
her cameramen edit together archival footage 
and newly shot material to foster a realistic 
sense of the chaos and confusion that domi- 
nated the mood of that period. The movie 
also puts forth two romantic subplots that 
personalize the tenor of the times, but ulti- 
mately soften and diminish its harder edges. 

Millie (Berry) is a character who has a soft 
spot for foster children: She has eight. She’s 
a single parent overseeing a happily blended 
family, even if their sheer number leads to 
some household chaos and disorder. Obie 
(Craig), a neighbor whose window can be 
seen from hers, often hollers at the brood to 
quiet down. But, of course, he turns out to 
be a drunken brute with a heart of gold, and 
Millie starts having fantasies about Obie, 
one of the only white people residing in the 
neighborhood. Eventually, the riots occur 
and the two are handcuffed together around 
a streetlight by a hate-fueled cop, and the 
sequence turns into a misguided meet-cute 
and practically sunders the import of the rest 
of the film. 

It’s not surprising that Kings slipped into 
movie theatres with little fanfare. The fact

that Berry and Craig keep up their movie-star 
looks throughout (if a bit dulled-down) also 
picks away at the film’s innate honesty. Yet 
even though Kings misses the target, its aim 
in nailing the perplexity of that period is true.

As elevator pitches go, “Mawkish tear- 
jerker about a true-life eminent domain 
lawsuit” is a curious one, to be sure. But 
Little Pink House somehow finds a relatable 
emotional core to what could be a tedious 
courtroom drama. The title is misleading. 
“It’s not pink,” Susette Kelo (Keener, with a 
world-weary resilience) states firmly to her 
neighbor, deli owner Billy (Cunningham), about 
her recently restored home, “it’s Odessa 
Rose.” She’s prone to give people a sharp 
slice of her mind, having worn off her soft 
surfaces through a couple of divorces and her 
tough day job as a paramedic. She found a 
run-down but adorable two-story in the small 
Connecticut town of New London, and any 
homeowner that has poured their heart into 
ripping up disgusting lino to find gorgeous 
hardwood underneath will sigh and nod with 
recognition when she scours junk piles for 
the right size of used faucet. However, her 
own construction plans are paralleled by 
state-level machinations: Republicans (led by 
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Douglas as the never-actually-named Governor 
John Rowland) have a plan to use a little- 
known mechanism called the New London 
Development Corporation to seize her home, 
and use the land and that of her neighbors 

to lure pharmaceutical giant Pfizer to the tiny 
town. No kidding, they’re eyeing the site to 
build a Viagra plant, and yet Little Pink House 
is not interested in cheap erection gags. 

That this becomes one of the landmark 
eminent domain cases blindsides Kelo. She’s 
living a Lifetime movie (and that’s no insult) 
of navigating a new relationship with antique 
store owner Tim (Rennie), but writer/director 
Courtney Moorehead Balaker weaves the top- 
level machinations into the background. Her 
real nemesis (and the biggest shame is that 
they are kept so separate for most of the 
events) is Tripplehorn as Dr. Charlotte Wells, 
the local Democrat who sees her own politi- 
cal future linked to not-Rowland’s ascendant 
star. They are the true heart of the conflict 
— broken loyalty to a property vs. ambitious 
“big-picture” thinking — but it’s clear who is 
the good soul here. When Susette weeps as 
she hopelessly sweeps the debris from her 
demolished neighbor’s home from her porch, 
it’s a perfect underdog moment. 

Little Pink House is not one of the great 
civil rights movies (it’s no Loving or To Kill 
a Mockingbird), but its slow, steady charm 
never lets go of the fact that these are 
people’s homes on the line. While eminent 
domain has become a bugbear of the right, 
this reframes it as an aspect of gentrifica- 
tion, a core issue for the modern left. The 
residents of the forest-fringed Fort Trumbull 
neighborhood would find a lot in common 
with their urban Oakland counterparts in the 
upcoming Blindspotting.

One pivotal line 
can make all the difference to the meaning 
of a film, and Tully has such a moment. Days 
after watching it, I’m still not sure whether it 
knows what to do with it. 

A decade after director Jason Reitman 
and writer Diablo Cody collided with the whip- 
smart repartee of Juno, and their second 
collaboration (after Young Adult) with Charlize 
Theron, Tully is arguably both filmmakers’ 
most mature work — as in, forced to grow 
up. Marlo (Theron) is two kids deep into an 
OK marriage to Drew (Livingston, still the 
king of the soft-spoken everyman). The third 
offspring, now that’s the one that’s kicking 
her ass, especially since her daughter Sarah 
(Frankland) is already shrinking into the back- 
ground while her son Jonah (Fallica) is ... well, 
everyone calls him quirky, but that’s neither 
a description nor a diagnosis for his bouts of 
rage. Three kids, phew. Between dealing with 
principals, organizing kids’ parties, and chafed 
nipples, Marlo can’t even pretend she’s a 
kid herself anymore. Especially when Sarah 
deadpans one of the most perfectly horrifying 
questions about an adult imaginable. 

That’s when Mary Poppins flies into her life. 
Or, rather, Tully (Davis), a night nanny recom- 
mended by Marlo’s annoyingly perfect brother 
Craig (Duplass). A seeming miracle worker who

can survive on a diet of yogurt and leftovers, 
who can calm every crying infant, and sneaks 
in and out of the house at night without leav- 
ing even a crumb or misplaced hair. She’s also 
the only one that realizes it’s not the baby that 
needs looking after — it’s Marlo. 

There is an undeniable spark in the 
Reitman/Cody mix. Her almost-naturalistic 
dialogue — best spoken by actors who under- 
stand her arch intent, and the performative 
edge with which she imbues her characters 
— illuminates his laconic filmmaking, while 
he lets the wit breathe without overly-stylized 
embellishments. Moreover, Theron, as always, 
fearlessly embraces every inch of Marlo — 
her love, her stretched-nerve desperation. 
Underneath her interactions with the charm- 
ing, nurturing, wise-beyond-her-years Tully, 
there is the desperation of her own lost 
youth and sense of self. 

But the hook in the eye is that one line. 
It’s the moment when Tully should face-slap 
straight into sharp focus, and yet it’s weirdly 
understated. Blaming the delivery or the 
direction or script seems off, but something 
about this key moment is awry. When days 
after, rather than thinking about one of the 
rawest depictions of motherhood and espe- 
cially of postpartum depression, it’s that line 
that still stands out, it’s a flaw that under- 
cuts some, though far from all, of the work 
done before. Reitman sets up that not all 
that meets the eye with Tully is as it seems 
— little hints in her outfits and her turns of 
phrase — so the knowledge that the other 


shoe will inevitably drop is baked into the 
equation; but that one tiny moment, rather 
than informing how the third act plays out, 
is almost swallowed whole. Yet that tiny slip 
cannot undercut a charming, touching, and 
deeply compassionate depiction of modern 
middle-class motherhood.

UT LECTURER ANNE LEWIS ON HER NEW DOC, 
A STRIKE AND AN UPRISING (IN TEXAS) 


As a documentarian and teacher, Anne 
Lewis is synonymous with two things: Austin 
(her adopted home since the Nineties) and 
films about trade union activism. She con- 
cedes that it’s a little bit strange that her 
new film A Strike and an Uprising (in Texas) is 
the first to explore labor in the Lone Star 
State. The documentary, which screens this 
weekend in Austin as part of the Cine Las 
Americas International Film Festival, is 
a follow-up of sorts to the UT lecturer’s 2007 
film, Morristown: In the Air and Sun. In that 
film, she found commonalities in the experi- 
ences of workers in Eastern 
Tennessee, interior Mexico, and 
Ciudad Juarez, exploring links 
that geography cannot erase. 
Here, she connects two periods 
of labor activism in Texas: the 
1938 San Antonio pecan shell- 
ers’ strike, and the 1987 Jobs 
With Justice march in 
Nacogdoches (plus, as a coda, the 2017 pro- 
tests against Confederate memorials). Lewis 
said, “In retrospect, it was random that those 
two stories were two things | would be inter- 
ested in ... but there was something in them 
that just got me.” 

That the 1938 strike would ever happen 
was “counterintuitive,” she said, as the 
unions of the time were concentrating on 
white men for their membership drives. With 
the San Antonio workers, “they didn’t speak 
English, they were very low-paid, they were 
transitory, the lot of them were undocument- 
ed, they were very young or very old, and they 
were being organized by a communist.” 
However, she said, what they coordinated 
was “a beautifully organized strike.” 

The central organizer was Emma Tenayuca, 
and much like the protagonist of Lewis’ last 
feature, 2012’s Anne Braden: Southern Patriot,

she was a charismatic and driven figure who 
saw beyond her own direct self-interest. “She 
didn’t shell pecans,” Lewis said, “but she 
came out of that community.” While Lewis was 
committed to finding out more about Tenayuca 
— sadly unstudied, but almost a folklore figure 
in Texas union circles — this was a story about 
“masses of people organizing in a very direct 
way. ... ’m as interested in the followers as 
the leaders.” By visiting retirement and care 
homes on the west side of San Antonio, she 
found people who remembered the strike, and 
even one surviving participant: “This string of 
incredible human beings.” 

The other story, even though 
it was closer in time, “was 
equally elusive” when it came 
to finding sources. Fortunately, 
she knew some of the organiz- 
ers through her own union 
work, “so it was easier in that 
sense, but hard in the sense 
that the whole thing got started with the civil 
rights struggle, and those folks were hard to 
find.” That even stretched to Stephen F. 
Austin State University cleaner Annie Mae 
Carpenter, whose wrongful dismissal suit 
against the college was the spark that lit the 
flame of protest. Lewis said, “I never find a 
picture of her [and] she’s somebody that 
everyone should know about in Texas. We 
should know about her the way we know 
about Rosa Parks.” 

A lifelong union member (first as a factory 
worker, now as a state employee), Lewis has 
seen union participation decline since the 
highs of the Seventies, and watched the con- 
cept of workplace activism slide from the 
popular dialogue. But, she added, “all of 
a sudden, you have this uprising of West 
Virginia teachers. So there’s something that’s 
possible.” — Richard Whittaker

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Shakey Graves’ Active Dream Life 


On Alejandro Rose-Garcia’s kitchen table, there sits a miniature habitat he built of glass, 
lights, papier maché, cellophane, and model train accessories. In the middle stands a three-inch- 
tall facsimile of himself in a bathrobe. It serves as the cover of Shakey Graves’ first album in 
four years, Friday’s Can’t Wake Up (see “Texas Platters,” p.67). 

While that diorama’s scaled down, the Austin native’s musical world continues growing away 
from his suitcase-stomping aesthetic into a sound stitching together the lo-fi movement, quirky 
post-pop, and Nineties indie rock in a manner that’s distinctly nocturnal. 


Austin Chronicle: Can’t Wake Up is an appropri- 
ately dreamlike album. What's your dream situation? 
Shakey Graves: Since | was a kid, my mom, 
who’s a very witchy, cerebral Latina (revisit 
“Full Circle,” Sept. 26, 2014), has kept a 
dream journal for a very active dream life. 
There’s always been a lot of discussion about 
dreaming and what dreams are for. The way 
she’s able to unpack dream experiences in 
interesting ways has influenced my psyche. 

Every now and then, a dream will give me a 
warning of some hectic shit happening. Then when 
it happens, | think, “Oh, this doesn’t affect me 
at all. I've already been through it in my dream.” 
AC: You reference The Wizard of Oz on this 
album, but it has me thinking about another 
movie, Waking Life, in which the protagonist 
can’t wake up. 
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SG: Waking Life is a big movie for me. | 

was talking to Valerie June at South by 
Southwest last year and she hadn’t seen it 
so, of course, | was like, “You have to see this 
movie right now!” The dialogue in Waking Life 
are the kinds of conversations | like to have 
with friends — sort of existential wrestlings. 
AC: Do those existential wrestlings color 

this album? 

SG: |’m obsessed with records being themati- 
cally cohesive. The sound on this aloum goes 
up and down, and takes you through a lot of 
space. | feel like that’s how dreams often are: 
You'll know you’re in a town, but it doesn’t look 
anything like that town. It’s just an applied 
texture. One thing | wanted to do was make a 
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personal record, but not make it about me at 
all. If there’s a protagonist in these songs, it’s 
not me. It’s an archetype of the things you go 
through: who you are, who you want to be. 

AC: At any point in recording Can’t Wake Up 

— with its drum machines, electric guitars, and 
increasingly multi-tracked vocals - did you think, 
“Wait, is this a side project?” 

SG: Oh yeah, definitely. I’ve thought of having a 
secret band that’s referenced through Shakey 
Graves and plays as them — Sgt. Pepper’s ter- 
ritory. The reason | originally called this project 
Shakey Graves, as opposed to my name, is | 
wanted it to be malleable. With this record, | 
figured it was important to rebreak the mold 
sooner than later. | could backtrack and make 
an album of me playing an acoustic, but it felt 
so depressing to think about that. 

AC: Are you comfortable broadening your music 
in ways that challenge people’s perceptions of 
what Shakey Graves is? 

SG: | mean, it scares the shit out of me the 
way anything does, but the last record was 
safer and it alienated people because it was 
kind of shiny and had a song with a girl. Even 
if my tongue was in cheek, | could see core 
people saying, “This isn’t what I’m in for.” 

What’s funny is this record is more up that 
fan's alley — where | started in the first place. 
Still, when the preview came out, | had some 
vague Twitter battle with a guy who was 
like, “You’re gone, dude!” and kept referring 
to himself as “We,” like he was anonymous. 
[Deepens voice] “We're tired of you not playing 
acoustic guitar anymore. You’re dead to us, 
Shakey Graves.” 

I’m not trying to piss people off or alienate 
folks who’ve liked something about me. | just 
want to make music that sounds new to me 
and that | want to listen to. 

AC: You rip on God twice on this release. How’s 
your relationship with the “man upstairs”? 

SG: Mine’s great. When | sing “I hear God’s 

a good imaginary friend,” it’s more about pok- 
ing at the listener, like, “What do you think? 
Does this bother you?” | don’t lean toward one 
denomination, but | believe in something and | 
don’t feel pressed to define it to anyone else. 
Still, it’s an idea | go back to: the fear of dying 
as opposed to the fear of living. That’s why | 
call that song “Big Bad Wolf.” There is no big 
bad wolf. It’s just your fear. 

AC: Following the success of And the War Came, 
have you been tempted to move from Austin? 
SG: In terms of chasing a dragon, | already did 
that [when pursuing acting in Los Angeles]. 
It’s more important to me to actually feel like 
I’m home than to try to find something that 
I’m looking for. I’m not really looking for much. 
Maybe sleep is such a big thing here because 
I’m looking for rest as much as anybody. | feel 
like nobody wants to work, myself included. | 
don’t want to do shit. | want to make dioramas 
in my house and sing songs.

Third 
proper full-length Can’t Wake Up now completes his metamorphosis into an exceptional 
songwriter whose songs manifest into cinematic novellas. Characters living therein and 


their actions come to life in dreamy detail. 


Delivering them all, the singer’s voice floats like a passing cloud along blooming 
stretches of reverberated chords. Opener “Counting Sheep” comes punctuated by 
slinky twang guitar lullabies, but where his past work marinates in dusty folk-blues 
scorched by Texas summer heat, Can’t Wake Up puts a high polish on panoramic rock 
and pop. Even so, beyond the Shins-ian raucousness of “Kids These Days,” a wistful 
reverie of days spent wishing “to be somebody’s wet dream, prom king, golden boy,” 
Rose-Garcia’s loping lo-fi quirk thrives and survives. 

“Dining Alone” recalls Ray Davies at his most off-handedly tuneful, while some of 
the bright, crisp corners on back-to-back adjoiners “My Neighbor” and “Excuses” glis- 


ten Elliott Smith. Upbeat and unabashedly hooky, 
all the way to the Spotify playlist of the moment. On “Mansion Door,” 


“Cops and Robbers” follows that pair

Throat cancer nearly 
felled Jerry Jeff Walker

into a lower key, Walker continues spinning 
gorgeously easy melodies and true narratives 
on a life now more front porch than rowdy 
bars.

A “new world” opens up for local soul priestess Mélat 


Holding a martini glass as sharp-edged glasses and blond 
curls frame her face, soul stylist Mélat Kassa details last 
weekend’s solo hang with ordered-in pizza and wine. It’s 
a ho-hum experience that positions the Austin native as a 
normal 29-year-old enjoying the simple comforts of cheap 
food and drink. Her for- 
mative years here weren't 
quite so everyday. 

“As a first-generation 
kid I have to create a 
brand-new culture,” 
reflects Kassa on an 
upbringing that traversed two entirely different cultures. 
“While I won’t be 100 percent American, I won’t be 100 per- 
cent where my parents came from either.” 

Her parents emigrated from Ethiopia in the Eighties to 
escape the brutal communist regime and settled in the pre- 
dominantly white Cedar Park. While assimilation proved 
the singer’s main concern growing up, that foundational 
culture remained front and center thanks to her parents 
speaking Amharic at home. Kassa also recalls attend- 
ing Sunday congregation at the area Ethiopian Orthodox 
church and listening to African heroes Tilahun Gessese and 
Teddy Afro on the home stereo. 

“T hated [Amharic] when I was younger, but I was able 
to talk to my grandmother, who only spoke that language,” 
reflects the UT graduate. “She lived with us for 14 years 
before she passed, and I couldn’t imagine not being able to 
talk to her.” 

Approval of their daughter’s musicianship came hard 
for her parents, but slots at South by Southwest, ACL 
Fest, Stubb’s, and even a featured spot on Bob Schneider’s 
Valentine’s Day slowly coaxed their support. It didn’t hurt 
when Mayor Steve Adler proclaimed Dec. 14, 2017, as 
Mélat Day.

Prior to that acceptance, insecurities manifest on her 
first two EPs, 2012’s Canon Aphaea and Canon Ourania 
one year later, “introspective [collections] that feel like 
a room full of mirrors.” 
Battling through familial, 
romantic, and platonic 
love, the theme threads 
her music like crystal- 
lized journal entries, each 
song building off the last 
and growing more confident at every turn. 2014 EP Move 
Me embraces monogamous doldrums and lovesick naivete, 
gripped in either infatuation, lust, or love as lush instru- 
mentals sprawl across her lithe and sublime timbres.

Initial full-length MéVen in 2016 then turns the corner. 

For “Negn,” she chronicles the story of her family. Like 
etching words in a sacred text, she weaves the origins of 
the names her grandmother’s called her, including Mewded, 
meaning “To Love,” and Addis Alem, meaning “New World.” 
Grounded in dark atmospherics, the aloum boasts strains of 
African percussion as contemporary R&B rubs elbows with 
brooding melodies and mystic pomp. Now Move Me II: The 
Present, her sixth release, offsets Move Me’s doe-eyed per- 
ceptions with love’s unpredictable sting in Kassa’s second 
collaboration with California producer Jansport J. 

Submerged in sunshine-kissed soul instrumentation, the 
new album parallels their first collaboration on Move Me by 
swimming in lavish productions of watercolor jazz, vinyl- 
crackled ballads, and space-aged funk. Originally, they 
planned a first-quarter 2017 release, but the two decided to 
let the process flow organically instead of rushing the album. 

“He sends me batches of beats, and if I hear anything I 
like, I'll put it aside and write to it,” says Kassa. “It wasn’t 
until I heard ‘Push’ when we had that moment of, ‘Okay, we 
have something really special here.’” 

The interstellar cruiser single launches the local’s voice 
above glassy synths and interspersed guitar shuffles. 
Enamored, she sings, “Your gravity has pushed me in,” 
although not all crash landings end well. In fact, romantic 
strife steams, explodes, and subsides on Move Me II, its 
mouthpiece navigating through impassioned relationships 
as she renders late-night texts, dreams of the one that got 
away, and detaches to vulnerability in vivid detail. All the 
while, she relays the unvarnished plight of her race’s expe- 
rience in the context of police brutality and equality, heavy 
topics never fully explored in her previous work. 

Amid sampled police sirens and crackling percussion in the 
melancholic “Worries (Revelation 8:3),” Kassa’s voice ripples 
soft and gentle like a prayer, reflecting on the trials plaguing 
many African-American mothers and grandmothers that she 
may one day face: “I worry if I have a son, what if he gets 
stopped by a coward dressed like a cop.” Even so, this weary- 
eyed focus always comes entangled with hope. At song’s 
end, she’s resigned: “Some people call me mad, because I’m 
still singing about love, y’all.” Buoying wrenching emotional 
moments, the album’s optimism draws from Eckhart Tolle’s 
celebrated spiritual guidance book, The Power of Now. 

“The more I stay in the present, the more everything 
makes sense,” smiles the singer. “There was a time where 
I was always so consumed about the next album, but if it’s 
time with my friends or family, the song can always wait.” 

On the jazzy “The Now,” her register ebbs and flows, 
floating above clouds of twinkling keys and soaring cho- 
ruses. Finally she surrenders to ethereal reverie, her creed 
fully realized: “The future ain’t promised/ And the past has 
abandoned us/ And the only thing we can trust is what’s in 
front of us.” |

Unsigned Ethiopian neo-soul princess Mélat vibes out with renowned hip-hop 


producer Jansport J for the first three tracks of Move Me II like a background singer 
begging for a remix. Everything’s far too silky and smooth, and you can’t hear the 
hook. “Worries (Revelation 8:3),” a throwback to its poppier EP predecessor Move 
Me, employs her pleading, full-bodied vocals over J Dilla-inspired beats, yet builds 
to the expectation of belting when the interlude basically remains a coffee run. 
Then “4am, Call Me I’m Up” opens with, “Bartender make this drink too strong” 
and faded traps, at which point you fall in love with the homegrown singer. “Coffee 
So Black” hits full-on with a shot of that yes, daddy yes, liquefied in Hennessy 
beats and lusty, crooning waves. Now it hurts and feels smooth, the UT grad’s 
glossy vocals sliding through strings, the lows vibrating and everything isn’t a sigh. 
“Not a Lover” slides into Keyshia Cole territory, but she doesn’t let Jansport take 
over, though it sounds like he tries to. “Beautiful Black Boy” drips with distorted 
keyboards and low murmurs. The true test of R&B is, “Would | get some to this?” 
With Move Me II — after the first three tracks — that’s a resounding yass.

After such a lobotomy- 
proof indulgence, the East Texan promptly turns the rest of her 
attention, and Golden Hour, back to the explorations of a great 
country record, even if she doesn’t have the same take on the 
genre as she did on her 2013 debut. There are hints of Sufjan = 
Stevens (“Slow Burn”), followed by touches of dreamy Seventies folk-rock (“Lonely Weekend”). 
There are drum-machine beats (“Happy & Sad”). And yet throughout, the 29-year-old Lone Star 
ambassador tucks the hallmarks of her roots — winsome steel guitar, rambling banjo, acoustic 
guitar — into genre-hopping, the elements present and persistent enough to make the album, 
at its core, country. Purists will disagree, but if anyone insists on calling this Musgraves’ cross- 
over, they must admit this: Golden Hour is a crossover done right. (Kacey Musgraves tapes 
Austin City Limits at the Moody Theater on June 6.)

Electric scooters have taken over Austin. Without 
locks or chains, these dockless grab-and-go devices are 
designed to be left anywhere. The Austin Transportation 
Department recently raised safety concerns about the e- 
scooters, including how they are often haphazardly left all 


In response, the Austin City Council passed an ordi- 
nance addressing the legality of the e-scooters in a recent 
late-night Council meeting. The new ordinance requires 
permits ($30 per permit) for each scooter on the street 
and creates a 500-permit limit per company. 

Riders are still left with vague and ambiguous interpre- 
tations of what is legal for them. The city ordinance states

that it is illegal to “place, store, or park, or allow another 
person to place, store, or park, a vehicle, machinery, or 
other item on a street, alley or sidewalk” for the purpose 
of selling, renting or leasing the item if the item does not 
have a permit. The ordinance presumably applies to riders 
(not merely the scooter companies). This creates a strange 
hurdle for those wishing to rent the scooters. Unless the 
riders are certain the e-scooter is permitted, they are not 
allowed to place the e-scooters in the city’s right of way, 
which includes city’s sidewalks and streets. 

Texas law typically treats e-scooters like bikes, allowing 
them to operate on a road if the speed limit is 35 miles per 
hour or less. Local governments (like the Austin City Coun- 
cil) can amplify the state’s laws in the name of safety. So if 
Austin wants to prohibit the operation of a motor-assisted 
scooter on a street, highway, or sidewalk, it can do so if it 
determines that the prohibition is necessary in the interest 
of safety. The regulation of the new e-scooter craze is a 
work in progress and will likely change within the next year 
based on the impact on e-scooter companies and riders.
